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IL—INTRODUCTORY NOTE. 


The size of the Journal having been enlarged, various additions 
have been made to the contents of the present number as 
compared with those of the previous two issues. The opportunity 
has also been taken advantage of to introduce some other changes. 

The additions principally consist of an enlargement of the 
tariif information, and of the extracts from diplomatic and con- 
sular reports which formed so large a part of the first two 
numbers; infurmation respecting foreign legislation affecting 
English trade or shipping, such as that contained in the article on 
the United States shipping Jaws; announcements respecting 
the business of the Board of Trade, such as the constitution of a 
new fisheries department, and the progress made with labour 
statistics; a brief account of recent blue-books bearing on 
trade matters recently issued, principally blue-books issued by the 
Board of Trade ; and finally, additional statistical tables. It will 
be observed that the latter now comprise current statistics as to 
the following subjects :—corn prices ; export of live animals from 
Ireland to Great Britain; emigration; bankruptey; fisheries ; 
cotton returns; total values of imports and exports into and from 
certain foreign countries; and a special table as to the foreign 
trade of British India.

Farther additions to the statistical information will probably 
be made from time to time. Some of the tables, such as the one 
relating to emigration, are also published independently, while the 
table of corn prices, being monthly, is a compilation from the 
weekly returns published in the “ Gazette” ; but the object partly is 
to collect what is now scattered, so that the whole will form a useful 
supplement to the monthly trade and navigation accounts, known 
as the Board of Trade Returns, now issued as a Parliamentary 
paper. Some of the figures, however, such as those relating to 
bankruptcy and foreign imports and exports, are either entirely 
new, or are not accessible in a collected form in any English 
publication. 


Another change introduced is that of bringing everything 
relating to actual changes, or proposed changes, in the tariffs or 
customs regulations of a particular foreign country under the 
sub-heading of the name of that country, the whole being placed 
under the one general heading “ Tariff Changes and Customs 
Regulations.” In previous issues, tariff changes, proposed changes, 
and customs regulations were separately classified, so that persons 
interested in the tariff of a particular country had to seek under 
different headings for what they required. The alteration has been 
made at the suggestion of those practically experienced in such 
matters. 

The Spanish customs tariff, which was lately printed as a 
Parliamentary paper, is reprinted here at the request of various 
correspondents. It is intended from time to time to include in 
the Journal the tariffs of the principal foreign countries in a 
similar form, when a sufficient number of changes in such tariffs 
have been made to make a reprint of the tariff desirable. 

The Indian tariff is reprinted from the Statistical Abstract of 
British India. 

The Board of Trade have to thank the Foreign Office, and 
other departments of the Government, for their cordial co. operation 
in the matter.

Copyrigut EXTENSION IN GERMANY. 


An Order in Council, dated the 14th September last, has been 
issued extending the protection in copyright in works of literature 
and art to those parts of the German Empire hitherto standing 
in no treaty relations with Great Britain in this respect. 


Patent, Designs, AND Trape Marks Act, 1883. 


Orders in Council dated the 24th September last have been 
issued declaring that the provisions of the Patent, Designs, and 
Trade Marks Act, 1883 (sec. 103) are extended to Paraguay 
and Uruguay from the date of the Orders in question, and that the 
provisions of the above Act will cease to apply to the Republic 
of Salvador on and after the 17th August 1887. 


Norice To SHIPpMASTERS 


The following notice to Shipmasters has been issued by the 
Marine Department of the Board of ‘Trade :— 

* According to a report received from Her Majesty’s Consul 
at Madeira, seamen landing at that port are at once surrounded 
by bad characters and induced to drink heavily, and are frequently 
assaulted and robbed while intoxicated. No precautions for their 
protection are taken by the police authorities, and any interference 
with the police in the discharge of their duties renders the offender 
liable to summary punishment or committal to Court. The 
Consul reports further that an angry feeling has arisen against 
British seamen, and that arms will probably be resorted to upon 
the slightest provocation. Masters should therefore beware of 
allowing seamen to go ashore at Madeira.”

Duty on Coal. 


A potification has been received from Mr. P. W. J. Stevens, 
Her Majesty’s Vice-Consul at Odessa, to the effect that an article 
appeared in the Odessa local newspaper of the 31st August last 
stating that it was the intention of the Russian Government to 
very shortly augment the Customs duty on the importation of 
foreign coal, by an additional sum of 1 copeck per pound in gold. 


HOLLAND. 


Increase of Duty on Foreign Bastard Sugar in Holland. 


A despatch, dated the 22nd September last, has been received 
from the Hon. Sir W. Stuart, Her Majesty’s Minister at the 
Hague, notifying the promulgation of a Law which received the 
Royal s sanctionon the 29th August last, increasing the duty on 
foreign bastard Sugar. The followi ing isa translation of the Law 
in question — 

Article 1. 

By the words “quality of foreign bastard sugar” shall be 
understood the amount of polarisation percentage, so far 
amending the second paragraph of Article 1 of the Law of the 
20th of July 1884. 

This provision makes no alteration in the manner in which, by 
the same paragraph, the drawback shall be calculated on export- 
ing bastard sugar to foreign countries or on receiving it in the 
bonding warehouses. 

Article 2 

The foilowing paragraph shall be added to Article 2 of the same 
Law :— 

* The provision included in the second paragraph of Article 1 
relating to the leaving out of account of fractions of a percentage 
of quality shall not apply to raw sugar of a higher quality than 
99 per cent.” 

Article 3. 

The reduction cf the quality of raw sugar as fixed in Article 3 
of the same Law shall amount, for cane sugar, provided that it is 
not mixed with other sugar, to two and a half per cent. 


Article 4. 


Sunday shall not be counted in the period fixed in Article 10 
of the same Law. 
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Article 5. 

We reserve to ourselves the right of regulating the import duty 
on articles containing sugar in proportion to the assessment on 
the sugar therein contained. 

We order and direct that this Law shall be inserted in the 
Official Gazette, and that all ministerial departments, authorities, 
boards, and civil functionaries whom it concerns, shall co-operate 
to the exact carrying out of the same. 


Exemption from Duty of Vinegar and Pyro-acetie Acid. 

By a decree of the Netherlands Government, dated the 8th 
September last, vinegar and pyro-acetic acid, when used for dyeing 
wool and wovllen stuffs, have been exempted from customs duty 
on their importation into the Netherlands.

Classification of Articles in Tariff.

The following decisions affecting the classification of articles 
in the Swiss Customs tariff have been given by the Swiss Customs 
authorities during the months of July and August last. 

Sulphure of potassium and myrtle wine (colouring preparation) 
in casks are to be included under category 9 and pay a duty 
of 10 frs. per quintal. 

Cotton wadding impregnated with salicylic acid, phenic acid, 
&c., irrespective of packing ; cotton wadding in packages for 
retail sale (in small parcels, ticketed packets, boxes, &ce.) 
impregnated or not, when the label designates the contents 
to be lint, category 11, duty 40 frs, per quintal. 

Phosphate of soda, category 17, duty 1 fr. per quintal. 

Bromide of potassium ; sodium (natrium), category 18, duty 
2 frs, per quintal. 

Boards drilled, planed or not sawn, category 62, duty 2 frs. per 
quintal. 

Pyrites, category 119, duty free. 

Works in brass, nickel plated wholly or in part, category 139, 
duty 16 frs. per quintal. 

Oil of vaseline, category 186, duty 1 fr, 25 cts. per quintal. 

Extract of berries, analogous to syrups, not thickened; with 
the addition of sugar or alcohol in casks, bottles or jars, 
category 256, duty 16 frs. per quintal. 

Cotton wadding, not impregnated, simply packed in sacks, 
bales, casks, boxes, packets, labelled or not, provided that 
these do not show the contents to be lint, category 278, duty

ITALY. 
Classification of Articles in Customs Tariff. : 

Note. — Kilogramme = 2 * 204 lbs. avoirdupois; Quintal =

The following decisions affecting the classification of articles in 
the Italian Customs Tariff have been given by the Italian 
Government during the month of June last :— 

Tamarinds containing 4 per cent. of glucose are to be included 
under category I]. section 14 (preserves with sugar or honey), 
and to pay a duty of 80 line per quintal. 

Persulphate of iron, containing hardly any traces of nitric acid, 
to be included under category III., No. 41 (sulphate of iron), 
duty, 2 lire per quintal, | 

Tissues of cotton dyed red under category VI. No. 96, (bleached 
tissues of cotton), the duties on which are as follows: weighing 
13 kilogrammes and upwards per 100 square métres, and haying 
in warp and woof in the square of 5 millimétres, 27 elementary 
threads or less, 68 lire 40 ¢. per quintal. More than 27 threads, 
(6 lire 80 c. per quintal. Weighing from 7 to 13 kilogrammes 
per 100 square métres, and having in warp and woof in the 
square of 5 millimétres, 27 elementary threads or less, 79 lire 20 ¢. 
per quintal. More than 27 threads, 90 lire per quintal. Weigh- 
ing less than 7 kilogrammes per 100 square métres, and having in 
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warp and woof in the square of 5 millimétres, 27 elementary 
threads or Jess 96 lire per quintal. More than 27 threads 120 lire 
per quintal, 

Bands or belts for machinery, made of cotton tissues, several 
times folded, sewn, soaked with oil and smeared with a red 
substance other than wax or tar, to be included under category VI., 
No. 97b., and pay a duty of 99 lire per quintal. 

Cotton tissues coloured, netted, but not patterned, and not 
weighing less than 3 kilogrammes per 100 square métres, to be 
included in category VI., No. 97, which is as follows :—Cotton 
tissues coloured or dyed weighing 13 kiiogrammes or upwards per 
100 square métres, and having in the warp and woof in the square 
of 5 millimétres, 27 elementary threads or less 92 lire per quintal ; 
more than 27 threads 99 lire per quintal. Weighing 7 kilogrammes 
and less than 13 kilogrammes, with 27 threads 101 lire per quintal, 
more than 27 threads 110 lire per quintal. Weighing less than 
7 kilogrammes, with 27 threads 115 lire per quintal, more than 
27 threads 135 lire per quintal. 

Twisted silk made of elementary twisted yarns having therefore 
the character of sewing silk, to be included under category VIIL., 
No. 124¢., sewing silk, is admitted free. 

Tulle patterned or embroidered having the ground made of 
cotton and siik, the latter in the proportion of from 12 to 50 per 
cent. and the pattern or embroidery made of small pearls or cotton 
thread, to be included under category VIII, No. 137d. Tissues 
of silk or silk waste mixed with other materials in which silk or 
waste silk of any kind or colour excceds 12 per cent., and not 
over 50 per cent., duty 2 lire 50c. per kilogramme. 

Salteellars, made of ordinary wood, but of various colours, 
varnished, ornamented with rush hoops and inscribed “ Salt,” 
under category LX., No. 137b. Other common furniture of wood, 
duty 13 lire per quintal. 

Tiles made of fragments of cork and cement to be included 
under category LX., No, 140b. (cork, worked), duty 15 lire per 
quintal. 

Ordinary wood articles smeared with tar to be included under 
category [X., No. 141b. (articles of wood, painted), duty 8 lire 
per quintal. 

Knuckle-dusters of planed cast-iron to be included under 
category XII., No. 176¢. (cast iron worked in smooth castings, 
turned, treated with other metal, enamelled, varnished also with 
ornaments of other metals), duty 5 lire per quintal. 

Iron chains with pulley and hooks intended to connect thresh- 
ing machines with the engines with which they are imported to 
be included in category XII, No. 1819. (iron of second fabrica- 
tion, plain), duty 11 lire 80 ¢. per quintal. 

Bars of iron or homogeneous metal (narrow-gauge railway 
sleepers) which after rolling have been bent whilst hot, and then 
again flattened at the extremities by pressure or hammering, to 
be included in category XII., No. 18la.—Iron of second fabrica- 
tion, works in iron, plain, duty 11 lire 80 c. per quintal. 
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Bands of steel tempered, intended for sawing blades which do 
not possess any of the special character of springs, to be included 
in category XII., No. 183a. Steel tempered in burs, rods, plates 
and steel wire duty 10 lire per quintal. 

Hoops of steel intended for application to mineral crushing 
cylinders, but which in themselves have none of the character of 
parts of machinery, to be included in category XII, No. 183 ¢, 
steel, otherwise wrought, and to pay a duty of 25 lire per 
quintal. 

Railway points of steel to be included in category XII, 
No. 183¢, steel, otherwise wrought, duty 15 lire per quintal. 

Small brass anvils for explosive caps., category XII, 
No. 186e copper brass and bronze in other work, duty 25 lire 
per quintal. 


Steam engines with two boilers, both necessary for the working 
of the engine, category XII., No. 198a. (steam engines with or 
without boilers and hydraulic motion), 6 lire per quintal. 

Levers with handles which by their form show that they are 
essential parts of machinery, to be included in category XII., 
No. 191c. (disconnected parts of machinery), 6 lire per quintal. 

Bobbins of wood intended as parts of machinery to be included 
in category XII., No. 198c. (disconnected parts of machinery), 
duty 6 lire per quintal. 

Vessels of coloured glass with metal lid, category XIIL, 
No. 229b. (articles of glass or crystal), duty 11 lire per quintal. 

Seeds of colchicum, category XIV., No. 258 (seeds of 
various kinds), duty free. 

Cakes of wax for boots, category XV., No. 288b. (wax, yellow, 
worked), duty 20 lire per quintal. 

Benzine in jars, imported in baskets with straw, a duty of 
36 lire per quintal after deduction of weight of wrappers and 
packing. 

Small mats and lamp-stands of glass, to be included in 
category XVI, No. 297b. (fine wares), duty 100 lire per quintal. 

Letter files, clips and punches of meial, category XVI., 
No. 297b. (fine wares), duty 100 lire per quintal. 

Globe stands made of common wood, varnished, having a circle 
marked with degrees of latitude, signs of zodiac, &c., cate- 
gory XVI., No. 229 (instruments, optical, &c.), duty 30 lire per 
quintal. 

Straw hats for ladies, trimmed with other materials to be 
included in category XVI., No. 302c, (hats of any quality 
trimmed for ladies), duty 500 lire per quintal. 


PortuGat. 
Manifests and Bills of Lading of Timber Cargoes. 


The following is a translation of a decree dated the 21st 
September 1886, respecting the particulars required in’ bills of 
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lading and in manifests of cargoes of timber in boards, landed in 
Portuguese ports :— 

“ Whereas’: it has come to the knowledge of His Highness the 
Prince Regent, acting under the authority of the King, that the 
bills of lading and manifests of cargoes of timber in boards 
(“ Tabuado ”) sire presented to the custom houses of this kingdom 
without the yy green necessary for the accurate verification 
of the same, and for determining the taxable value of the articles : 
And whereas it is laid down in the regulations that bills of lading 
ought to specify the number of packages, their weight or 
Cimensions, as wellas the amount of freight, and that manifests—— 
which are an abridged list of the cargo—ought exactly to tally 
with the bills of lading, and to state the value of the merchandise 
as well as its origin, and that moreover, in addition to their being 
signed by the captains they ought to be certified to by the 
Portuguese consulates at the ports from which the same may have 
been brought. 

* His Highness the Prince Royal Regent in the name of the 
King is hereby pleased to command that the custom houses in the 
continental part of the kingdom, and in the adjacent islands, shall 
require that the aforesaid statements be inserted both in the 
bills of lading and manifests as an indispensable requisite for the 
proper clearance of the merchandise in question; and in the 
event of any omission of the same, captains will be liable, on 
account of their violation of these rules, to the penalties laid down 
in the fiscal laws and regulations.”

Gazette” of the 1st October.] 


Substitution of Zanzibar Customs Tariff for Mozambique Tariff 
in District of Cape Delgado. 

A despatch, dated the 2nd October, has been received from 
Mr. G. G. Petre, Her Majesty’s Minister at Lisbon, transmitting 
a translation of a decree signed by the Prince Regent on the 
2nd September last, in virtue of which the Zanzibar Customs 
Tariff is put into force in the district of Cape Delgado instead of 
the Mozambique Tariff of 1877. ‘The following is the translation 
in question :— 

Whereas the right bank of the River Meningane, in Tunghe 
Bay, has been recently occupied; and whereas it is my wish to 
prove to the Sovereign of Zanzibar that my Government, while 
maintaining the rights of Portugal to that territory, never 
intended to injure the interests of His Highness the Sultan by 
means of any action detrimental to the trade of his States, but 
that they rather endeavoured to draw closer the friendly relations 
between the two frontier peoples on the East Coast of Africa ; 

And whereas the difference between the Customs Tariffs now 
in force throughout the whole of the Province of Mozambique and 
in the Zanzibar State would give rise to a disturbance of the 
fiscal régime of the two frontier and friendly nations ; 
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And whereas it is expedient that the Customs Tariff which is 
now in force in the ports of the Sultan of Zanzibar should be 
adopted in the ports of the District of Cape Delgado; 

In accordance with the opinion of the Consultative Board for 
the Colonies, by the advice of the Council of Ministers, and in 
virtue of the power conferred upon me in the first paragraph of 
the 15th Article of the Ist Additional Act to the Constitutional 
Charter of the Monachy, 

I hereby issue the following decree in the name of the 
King :— 

Article 1, Schedules (A) and (B) of the import and export 
duties leviable in accordance with the Customs Tariff for the 
Province of Mozambique of the 30th July, 1877, are abolished in 
all the ports of the District of Cape Delgado. 

Art. 2. Instead of Schedule (A), the “following imports duties 
shall be levied in the custom houses and fiscal stations and posts 
in the aforesaid district :— 

Distilled beverages, whether sweetened or not, in any condition, 
of any kind, and contained in any kind of casks or vessels, 25 per 
cent. ad valorem. 

Any other merchandize or goods of any kind, 5 per cent. ad 
valorem. 

Art. 3. The benefit granted in virtue of the 41st Article of the 
Preliminary Rules of the Customs Tariff’ of 1877 in favour of « any 
goods or merchandize either produced or manufactured in the 
continent of the kingdom and in the adjacent islands, or else 
nationalized there by ‘the payment of the respective consumption 
dues, is abolished. 

Art. 4. Instead of Schedule (B), the following export duties 
shall he levied in the custom houses and fiscal stations and posts 
in the aforesaid district :—

The Minister and Seeretary of State for Foreign Affairs, and, 
ad interim, for Marine and Colonies, shall accordingly carry this 
decree into effect.

Abolition of Export Duties on Wine, Raki, and Maize, 

A communication has been received from Mr, G. H. Wyndham, 
Her Majesty’s Minister at Belgrade, stating that the duties 
hitherto levicd on the exportation of wine, raki, and maize from 
Servia have been abolished by the Law of the 31st July (12th 
August) last. 


Taxes on Spirits, Petroleum, and Matches, 


The following is the text of three decrees which were signed by 
the Ning on the 31st July last, introducing certain changes in the 
Law of the Ist January 1883, relating to the taxation of spirituous 
liquors and imposing a tax on petroleum and matches in Servia :— 


Spirituous Liquors. 

Art. 1. The following alteration is made in the Law of Ist 
(13th) January 1883, code 38, page 268, imposing a tax on 
distilled spirituous liquors: Article I. to be as follows :—* All 
“ distilled spirits over 38°/, strength (154 degrees) manufactured 
“ in Servia or imported into Servia, will pay 50 francs for every 
* 100 kilogrammes nett.” 

Art. 2. All spirits found in the country on this Law coming 
into force will have to pay the difference of the royalty. For 
this purpose the Minister of Finance will prescribe the necessary 
measures for ascertaining what spirits are in the country. This 
Law will come into force on the day that it receives the King’s 
signature. 


Petroleum, 


Art. I. A royalty will be levied for the good of the State 
Treasury on petroleum (so-called “ gas”) and in general on all 
mineral oils, whether manufactured in the country or imported 
from abroad, 

Art. IL. A royalty of 20 francs will be imposed on every 100 
kilogrammes. 

Art. II. The royalty on petroleum and mineral oils manufactured 
in the country will be assessed by the police authorities or b 
officers appointed by the Minister of Finance, and the tax will be 
collected on the petroleum or mineral oils leaving the factory for 
consumption in the country. On petroleum or mineral oils 
imported from abroad the Customs authorities will impose the 
royalty on its entering the country and collect the same on its 
leaving the warehouse for consumption. 
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Art. IV. The royalty will not be levied on the following : 
(1.) Petroleum and mineral oils manufactured in the country for 
exportation. (2.) Petroleum and mineral oils which are in 
transit. 

Art. V. A deduction of 20 °/, will be made on petroleum 
or mineral oils in barrels; 24 °/, on petroleum or mineral oily in 
tin cans, bottles, or earthenware vessels enclosed in boxes ; 16 °/, 
on petroleum or mineral oils in tin cans, bottles, or earthenware 
vessels enclosed in baskets; and 10°/, on petroleum or mineral 
oils in tins, glass, or earthenware vessels. 

Art. VI. Persons detected in the act of smuggling petroleum 
or mineral oils will be fined 500 to 1,000 franes, and the oil will 
in addition be confiscated. 

Art, VII. The informer who gives notice of parties intending 
to smuggle petroleum or nineral oils shall receive one-third of 
the fine, besides one-third of what may be recovered by the sale 
of the confiscated oils. 

Art. VIII. The Customs authorities will prescribe the fines, 
against which an appeal can be made to the Minister of Finance 
within 15 days. 

Art. IX. On this law coming into force the Minister of Finance 
will issue instructions for an official statement to be made of the 
quantity of petroleum and mineral oils found in the Custom 
House and private depots, warehouses, and shops. On _ the 
quantity found a royalty will be levied in accordance with this 
law, but the Minister of Finance will allow a period of three 
months for the payment of the royalty, 

Art. X. Further regulations for the carrying out of this Law 
will be prescribed by the Minister of Finance. 

Art. XI. This Law will come into force on the day that it 
receives the King’s signature. 


Matches. 


Art. I, A royalty will be levied for the benefit of the State 
treasury on matches which are manufactured in the country, or 
which are imported from abroad. 

Art. II. On every 100 kilogrammes 100 francs will be charged 
deducting 12°/, for the boxes. The Customs authorities will 
collect the royalty on matches imported from abroad, and the 
competent police authorities on matches manufactured in the 
country. 

Art. III. The Minister of Finance will prescribe the sign or 
mark with which all matches on which the royalty has been paid 
will be labelled, as well as all the necessary measures for controll- 
ing the matches manufactured in the country. 

Art. IV. On this Law coming into force the Minister of Finance 
will issue instructions for an official statement to be made showing 
the number of matches found in warehouses and shops. On all 
such matches the rvyalty will be levied in accordance with this 
Law. 
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Art. V. Whoever is detected in the act of smuggling matches 
from abroad, or selling marks or signs other than those prescribed 
by the Minister, will be subjected to a fine of 250 to 1,000 francs 
and the matches will be confiscated. The competent State authori- 
ties will prescribe the fines against which an appeal can be made 
to the minister of finance within the space of 15 days. 

Art. VI. This Law comes into force on the day that it receives 
the King’s signature.

Classification of Articles in Customs Tariff. 
Note.—Dollar= 4s, 2d. 


The following decisions effecting the classification of articles in 
the United States Customs Tariff have been given by the United 
States Government during the month of August :— 

Cloak clasps, which consist of large hooks and eyes made of 
brass, surmounted by thin circular plates of wood and other 
ornamentation, are dutiable as manufactures in part of metal 
under section 216, 45 per cent. ad yalorem. 

Handkerchiefs of cotton and silk, being the article of chief value, 
are dutiable under section 324 as manufactures of cotton not 
specially enumerated or provided for, 35 per cent. ad valorem. 

Leather cases for pipes are not exempt from duty as coverings. 

Indian ink is dutiable under section 456 as ink of all kind, and 
ink powder, 30 per cent. ad valorem. 

Razor cases when imported filied are not exempt from duty. 

Blocks of sawn wood, about 2 inches thick, with holes bored 
through their centres and the edges smoothed under a turning 
lathe, are dutiable as manufactures of wood, at the rate of 35 per 
cent. ad valorem. 

It has been decided that on and after the Ist January next the 
practice hitherto existing of permitting persons who present 
themselves with invoices and bills of lading endorsed to them by 
persons named therein, or in blank, to make entry in their own 
names as owners, and also of permitting entry by persons who 
appear to have been the real purchasers abroad, but to whom 
the merchandise was not consigned by the bill of lading, will be 
discontinued, and entries will only be received from persons in 
whose name the merchandise is consigned by the bill of Jading, 
or who appear to be the rightful bolders of bills of lading drawn 
to order. 

Iron bands of domestic manufacture exported as protection for 
bales of cotton which are cut from the bales in a foreign country, 
and are returned to the United States in the condition of old 
scrap iron, are not entitled to free entry as manufactures of the 
United States exported and returned, because they are not 
returned in the same condition as they are exported 
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Certain so-called dried berries which, upon investigation, are 
ascertained to consist of beads made from nuts which grow in 
India, and which are dried, perforated, and strung on strings, are 
dutiable at the rate of 50 per cent. ad valorem, under section 396, 
fer beads and bead ornaments of ail kinds except amber. 

The privilege of free entry accorded by international reciprocal 
courtesy to foreign Ambassadors, Ministers, and Chargé d’ Affaires, 
does not extend to Secretaries of Legation, Attachés, or Consular 
Officers.

V.—THE SPANISH CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


The following Return was made to an Order of the House of 
Commons dated 23rd April 1885, showing the rates of Import 
Duty leviable in Spain under the Non-Conventional and Con- 
ventional Tariffs upon the principal articles of the produce and 
manufacture of the United Kingdom, and was reproduced in the 
official correspondence (Commercial No. 15,1886) respecting the 
negotiations with Spain. It is reprinted here in order to give 
it a wider circulation, and to be accessible conveniently to sub- 
scribers who keep files of the Board of Trade Journal. The 
return was preceded by a note stating that it shows the rates of 
Import Duty leviable on the principal articles of British produce 
and manufacture under the Non-Conventional or General Taviff 
compared with what they were to be under the Conventional 
. Tariff when the arrangement then proposed with Spain came into 
force. This Conventional Tariff having now come into force under 
a later arrangement, the duties here stated are those now applicable, 
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and for convenience of reference the duties under the General 

Tariff, which were those formerly applicable to British goods, are 

stated side by side. The articles and classification are those used 

in the Return of Foreign Import Duties prepared by the Com- 

mercial Department of the Board of Trade.

M. Paut Bert ON THE TRADE OF TONQUIN. 


A. despatch dated the 28th September last has been received 
from Her Majesty’s Minister at Paris, transmitting copy of a 
letter of M. Paul Bert, President General of France in Annam 
and Touquin, which has appeared in several Paris papers. and of 
which the following is a translation :— 


TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE RuEIMS CHAMBER OF 
CoMMERCE. 
SIR, Hanoi, August 12. 

I HAvE the honour to send you herewith several samples 
of woollen stuffs which are at present used in Tonkin. I will 
complete this collection very shortly. You will not perhaps find 
anything particularly new, and the Chamber of Commerce has 
oeggy | already in its possession samples of stuffs which aie sold 

ere. I believe it, however, to be my duty to point out to the 
manufacturers of your district what description of goods are most 
adapted for native consumption, as regards qualities, patterns, and 
prices. 

I would lay stress upon this, all the patterns that I forward 
you have been taken, without excepticn, from English and 
German material. There is not a single piece of French manu- 
facture among them. 1 have informed the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs that, to foreign stuffs for native use, it was not, for 
political reasons, possible to apply, as to stuffs for the use of 
Europeans, the general French tariff, but immediately stuffs of 
this description of French manufacture are introduced, I would 
apply the general French customs dues, which are virtually 
prohibitive, to similar goods of foreign manufacture 

I should be glad if you would make this information known to 
the merchants of your district, and endeavour to induce them to 
‘make the best use of it, so that my efforts to promote French 
interests, and replace goods of foreign make by our own 
manufacture, may be crowned with success.

ExnrBiTIons OF FRENCH Goons. 


A communication, dated the 2nd September last, has been 
received from Mr. W. Ward, Her Majesty’s Consul at Bordeaux, 
stating that the French Government transport “ Sarthe” has, 
during the last few months, been fitting out at Marseilles as a 
Floating Exhibition of French goods, and that the same was to 
sail shortly from that port, vid Havre, to various ports of South 
America, with the object of opening and developing commercial 
relations betwcen France and that part of the world. 
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A similar undertaking has recently been started at Bordeaux, 
and the second Floating Exhibition is being arranged by the 
recently formed French company, the Société Francaise d’ Expo- 
sitions flottantes, in conjunction with French firms at Paris and 
Bordeaux, a large steamer belonging to the Bordeaux— New York 
Steamship Company, viz., the “Chateau Lafite,” of 2,553 
register tons and 450 horse-power, or her sister-ship, the 
“ Chateaux Leoville,” has been chartered for the purpose, and will 
be carefully fitted up and loaded with samples of exclusively 
French goods or products, wh.ch latter will, if desired, be also 
taken in the vessel as cargo. 

It appears, from a circular which has been addressed by the 
manager of the undertaking to French commercial and industrial 
firms, that the “ Chateau Lafite ” will leave Bordeaux during the 
month of November next, and will visit the following 21 ports in 
the West Indies and on the northern coast of South America :— 
Bridgetown, Fort de France, Saint Pierre, Point a Pitre, Basse 
Terre, Saint Thomas, San Juan, Ponce, Cape Haitien, Port au 
Prince, Kingston, Santiago, Matanzas, Havana, Colon, Cartha- 
gena, Saint Martha, Curacgoa, Puerto Cabello, La Guayra, and 
the Port of Spain. The manager of the undertaking is to 
accompany the Floating Exhibition, and he engages to take charge 
of the respective interests of the various exhibitors in an impartial 
as well as an energetic manner. 


Frencu Co-OPERATIVE SOCIETIES AT BAHIA. 


The following is an extract from a report by Mr. G. A. 
Stevens, Her Majesty’s Consul at Bahia, dated June 14th last, 
apon the establishment of French co-operative societies for the 
exhibition of French goods at Bahia. 

** Monsieur Regnier, representative of some 20 manufacturers 
in different parts of France, of glass and porcelain wares, drugs, 
electric machinery, oil and water colours, champagne, stationery, 
paper, tapestry, leather portfolios, pocket books, purses and other 
small wares, arrived here recently, and inaugurated yesterday an 
exhibition of samples; to which festivity were invited the Arch- 
bishop, all the chief authorities, commercial body, and the French 
Consul, to whom M. Regnier is bearer of strong recommendations 
from the French Government. 

“In his address at the luncheon served, as reported by the 
local newspapers, M. Regnier told his guests that the ‘ Sociéte 
Co-opérative Universelle’ is intended to weld France and Brazil 
together, not only for the purpose of commerce and commercial 
exchange, but to aid in agriculture, assist the Brazilian Govern- 
ment to promote immigration, people the rich lands of Brazil, 
create sugar factories, and afford cultivators remunerative prices. 

“ M. Regnier seems to have inaugurated similar exhibitions at 
Para, Pernambuco, and other ports north of this, and leaving 
everywhere the samples exhibited in the hands of native firms 
with whom he has made arrangements about soliciting orders. 
He will proceed to Rio de Janeiro and other southern ports, and 
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spread the institution throughout this Empire. The step taken 
by the French manufacturers is one in the right direction, and one 
capable of promoting important operations, but only, as M. Regnier 
has promised, if the society is generalized, the native middleman 
replacel by competent salaried agents, and arrangements for short 
credit entered into. I deemed it a duty to inspect the sample 
goods on view this morning, and I may safely say that there is 
nothing which can in any way interfere with British industry, 
though the plan may, if properly carried out, modify the importa- 
tion of the cheap but clever imitations from Germany which, 
during the past two years, have been highly detrimental to French 
commerce.” 


ARTIFICIAL LIMITATION OF YARN SUPPLY IN GERMANY, 


The following is an extract from a despatch received from 
Mr. G. Strachey, Her Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires at Dresden, 
dated the 16th September last, respecting the artificial limitation 
in the yarn supply of Germany : 

“ A movement has for some time been in process for securing 
a reduction of the German output of cotton yarns, and the Saxon 
spinners have been agitating for the realisation of this scheme. In 
South Germany there appears to be considerable opposition to 
artificial limitations of supply, and it is stated that the committee 
of the South German Cotton Union met at Augsburg on the 13th 
instant to discuss the situation, when the following resolution 


-avere adopted. 


“ In Germany, as in England, and the other European States 
which have no prohibitive import duties, the position of cotton 
spinners is such that trade is, as a rule, now being carried on at 
a considerable loss. Looking to this fact, and to the advan- 
tageous situation of cotton weavers a reduction of spinning would 
probably effect a suitable equipoise between the two branches of 
manufacture, But a one-side action in this sense on the part of 
the German spinners would principally benefit the British com- 
petitor ; it is not advisable, and in view of the special situation of 
particular spinning mills, is not practicable. 

*T am informed by an acting director of a local concern which 
is altogether unencumbered, that although they are relatively in a 
favourable condition, they are spinning at an actual loss.” 


DEVELOPMENT OF GERMAN INDUSTRY. 


A despatch, dated June 17th last, has been received from Mr, 
H. N. Dering, Her Majesty’s Chargé d’affaires at Coburg, enclosing 
a prévis in translation of a report on the proportional develop- 
ment of German industry during the period 1860-85, a summary 
of which was published in the Coburg newspaper. The following 
is the text of the précis in question :— 

* A report from the German Commercial Chambers gives the 
following very interesting results concerning the development of 
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German industry during the last quarter of a century. The 
steady increase in production, the extension of imports and 
exports, and the augmented activity in the various branches of 
industry throughout Germany can be readily seen from the 
following figures.

Sugar Drawnack In ITALY. 


A notification has been received from Mr. J. G. Kennedy, Her 
Majesty’s Secretary of Embassy at Rome, to the effect that a 
Royal decree, which has recently been issued, has approved the 
regulations for the application of the Law of the 2nd April 1866 
for the restitution of the duty upon the importation of raw sugar 
which is destined for exportation after having been refined. The 
regulations state in great detail the conditious under which sugar 
refiners can profit by the import duty exemption. 

This exemption will be enjoyed only by such refiners as shall 
employ the best refining systems, and whose refined sugar shall 
contain at least 99°50°/, of saccharine richness. All such 
refiners shall be subject to a permanent supervision of the finance 
officials. 

After completion of the operation of exporti.g the sugar to the 
due satisfaction of the Government officials the refiners are to 
apply to the provincial finance authorities for the reimburse- 
ment of a sum corresponding to 68 lire per quintal (about 
21. 14s. 5d. per double ewt.) of refined sugar. The exportation 
may be effected by sea or land, and the Custom Houses designated 
for such exports are Genoa, Sinagaglia, Ancona, and Verona. 


Propvuction oF Raits AND ARMOUR PLATEs aT TERNI. 


Mr. J. G. Kennedy, Her Majesty’s Secretary of Embassy at 
Rome, writing under date of 3ist August last, says :—The 
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« Esercito” announces that within a month all the necessary 
machinery and appliances will be ready at Terni for the construc- 
tion of armour plating. The great hammer of 1,000 tons is 
worked by water and air-pressure, and for tempering the plates 
a special boiler has been bought in Belgium. The newspaper 
observes that the motive power being derived from water and 
compressed air, the establishment will be independent of foreign 
coal. 

It is further announced that a contract has been approved by 
the Minister of Public Works suthorizing the Terni High Furnace 
Steel Works Company to supply 11,486 tons of rails required 
for supplementary railways for the sum of 75,8121. 


LIABILITY OF SHIPMASTERS IN Port or TAGANROG. 


The following is an extract from a despatch of Mr. W. G. 
Wagstaff, Her Majesty’s Consul at Taganrog, dated the 15th 
September last, reporting the decision of the Supreme Court at 
St. Petersburg, respecting a cluim preferred before the Commercial 
Court at Taganrog against the master of the British steamship 
“ Gondola,” of Cardiff, for refusing to take on board two barges 
of linseed, which the latter alleged to be in a damaged condition 
and likely to affect the other portion of the cargo on board :— 

“In the case of the suit entered against the Master of the 
British Steamship ‘ Gondola,’ of Cardiff, Official No. 86,491, by 
Mr. Constant D. Dreyfus, for having refused to take on board two 
barges of linseed, which the master alleged to be in an unfit 
condition for shipment, I have the honour to report that the 
Commercial Court of Taganrog having given judgment for the 
Plaintiff, an appeal was duly made to a Higher Court at St. 
Petersburg, and after a lapse of 18 months the Senate has decided 

rtially in favour of the Plaintiff, viz., that the Defendant is 

und to pay the freight of the barges, about 140/., while the 
other claim, 350/., penalty for non-performance of agreement 
under the charter-party has been dismissed. 

“ As the decision will interest the different Shipping Associa- 
tions in the United Kingdom, I beg to direct their attention to 
a paragraph in my Commercial Report for the year 1884” as 
follows :— 

* Should they (the shipmasters) find the cargo damaged, not to 
send the barge away, but to communicate, without delay, the fact 
to the merchant, and demand an official survey, recognizable by 
the Commercial Court.” 


CONDITION OF TRADE AND AGRICULTURE IN SWEDEN. 


Mr. R. Drummond Hay, Her Majesty’s Consul at Stockholm, 
reports under date of the 6th September last as follows :—‘ The 
harvest throughout all the provinces comprised in this consular 
district has been favoured by exceptionally fine weather. ‘The 
quality of the grain is reported to he very good, and it is ex- 
pected that a rise in Russian and American export prices will 
considerably improve the condition of the Swedish grain market.

Mr. F. Wooldridge, Her Majesty’s Consul at Barcelona, 
writing un ler date of the 17th September last on the condition of 
the wine industry in the consular district of Catalonia, Valencia, 
and Alicante, says : “ An enemy more to be feared than a slight 
* depreciation in the wines has shown itself to the vine cultivators 
* of the district. The phylloxera has invaded some 20,000 
“ hectares of vine plants in the province of Barcelona, coverin 
* an area of 50 kilométres long from Tordera to the Llobre 
“ river by 30 kilométres wide. This is a great blow to the cul- 
* tivators, and they are making every effort to discover the means 
of combating this terrible plague, which is spreading rapidly. 
“In Gerona (Catalonia) the ravages are already considerable, 
“ especially in the Ampurdan, where the vineyards are suaieee 
“ destroyed. In Valencia very few vines are attacked by the 
phylloxera,” 


New Waterway ROTTERDAM. 

A despatch, dated the 20th August last, has been received from 
Mr. Henry Turing, Her Majesty's Consul at Rotterdam, enclosing 
a translation of an extract from a local Dutch newspaper on the 
subject of the importance to the Netherlands asanel and to 
Rotterdam in particular of the new waterway as the principal 
channel for inward and outward-bound vessels. The following 
is a copy of the translation in question :— 

“ Before the New Canal was made only small vessels could reach 
Rotterdam vid the Brielle without discharging part of their cargo 
the majority having to enter at the outports of Brouwershaven or 
Helvoet, where they partly discharged into lighters aud subse- 
quently proceeded to Rotterdam by the Canal of Voorne. More- 
over, sailing vessels had to be towed from the above outports. A 
delay of two to five days was the result, causing considerable 
expense, e-pecially to steamers, But heavy additional costs were 
incurred for towing, canal dues, and lighterage. We are unable to 
state the number of lighters annually employed at that time, but 
the canal dues amounted to-- 

8,250 in 1872, and 
8,750/. in 1873. 

“The first steamer passed along the new waterway in 1872, 
and in subsequent years only vessels of a light draught could ayail 
hemselves of that channel, all large vessels still being obliged to 
come by the Voorne Canal, At present this as nny ale as 
all ships can now enter by the new waterway, as proved by the 
following table, which shows that in 1885 only about 6/. 10s. was 
received for canal dues against 8,7501. in 1873. 

“Only a very few vessels were obliged to lighten below 
Maassluis, the total in 1885 being 46, and in the first six months 
of 1886 only four, whilst during the past month of July no such 
case has occurred. 

“ Assuming the average freight of a lighter at 100 florins or 
81. 6s. 8d., which is ony not too high, and furthermore, 
taking 800 as the number of such eraft employed in 1873, we 
arrive-at the following comparison of charges :— _

“The annual saving on these items is thus about 15,5001., but 


practically it is much more, for since 1873 the shipping entering 
this port has increased by about 30 per cent., and hence? the 
saving amounts to about 20,000/. annually. To this sum should 
be added the expenses formerly incurred through the delay of 
two to five days, the charge for towage through the canal, and 
other smaller disbursements, thus raising the amount annually 
saved to considerably more than 20,0001. 

“The new waterway is deeper than the entrance to the out- 
port of Helvoet ever was, vessels drawing 20 to 21 feet being 
able to enter a-couple of hours before or after high water, whilst 
at Helvoet they were obliged to await the flood tide. At 
present ships with a draught of 23 feet can enter the new 
waterway at high water, which at Helvoet never was feasible. 

“The increase in shipping is such that a large number of 
vessels enter together with the tide, and a considerable time 
would elapse, if they had to pass through the locks of the Voorne 
Canal, as in previous years. Now-a-days they easily proceed 
from sea to Rotterdam in from two to three hours’ time. 

“It may safely be asserted that but for the new waterway, 
the increase in the amount of shipping to Rotterdam could not 

ossibly have occurred. Not merely Rotterdam but the whole 
of the Netherlands shares in the advantages resulting from this 
increased commercial activity as the exports of agricultural pro- 
duce and of our factories have enormously increased, as proved 
by the tables of export vid the new waterway, published weekly 
by us. The value of these exports cannot be accurately stated, 
excepting of the following articles, such as butter, cheese, hay, 
straw, yeast, and meat, whose combined value in 1885 exceeded 
3,300 

“ The following is a table showing the number of vessels with

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CULTIVATION OF CINCHONA IN JAVA. 


The following is an extract from a report of Mr. N. McNeill, 
Her Majesty’s Consul at Batavia, respecting the cultivation of the 
cinchona plant in Java :— 

The cinchona tree is found to flourish best at an altitude of 
from 4,000 to 7,000 feet above the sea-level. 

The seeds are planted in nurseries, well shaded from the sun, 
and transplanted when they are about six weeks old, and placed 
at distances, varying with the species, of from 4 to 9 feet apart, 
the ground between the plants being well-drained by narrow 
channels. Grafting has lately been practised to a large extent 
with very satisfactory results, and seed-planting has given place 
greatly to it. 

The names given to the different species of the genus Cinchona, 
all of which are planted hy the Government, are :— 


(a.) Ledgeriana. (e.) Calisaya Anglica. 
(b.) Succirubra. Hasskarliana. 
(c.) Calisaya Javanica. (g-) Officinalis. 

(d.) Calisaya Schubkrafft. (h.) Lancifolia. 


Several different methods are employed by Government and 
managers of private estates for harvesting the bark, and it has yet 
to be decided which method gives the best result, with least 
injury to the tree. 

Which course is adopted depends greatly upon the hardiness of 
the tree, this quality varying in different species. 

The bark obtained from the roots is generally found to contain 
the greatest percentage of quinine, that from the trunk coming 
next, whilst the percentage obtained from the bark of the branches 
2 so small that it is not worth while collecting and exporting to 

urope. 

The different ways in which the bark is taken from the tree: 
(a.) By “coppicing,” which method consists in lopping off the 
branches yearly from the trees, and taking the bark only from 
them. This method is not found to answer, and has fallen into 
disuse. (b.) By “mossing,” or taking alternate strips of bark from 
the trunk of the tree, and filling up the intervals with moss or 
paper, to assist the formation of a new bark. The moss is said 
to attract iusects, whilst the paper answers very well, but increases 
the cost of production. This method is still used to a great extent. 
(c.) By “scraping” off only a thin covering of bark half-way round 
the tree every six months. This method has been found to answer 
best, and is least injurious to the tree, as the bark quickly 
grows again if not cut too deep. (d.) By “ rooting” up the tree 
entirely, and extracting the bark from the roots, stem, and 
branches. This system is only used when the percentage of 
quinine in the bark decreases as the tree gets older, which is said 
to be the case with the Succirubra species, whilst with the 
— it is quite the reverse. 

e accompanying statistics show, as far as I can ascertain, the 
extent to which cinchona has been cultivated in the last few years 
on Government and private estates. 
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The area of land planted in 1883 by Government with cinchona 
was about 1,800 acres,

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As regards lignite, the returns show very clearly that the 
information lately circulated in some of the largest coal districts 
in France, to the effect that lignite was exported in very large 
quantities from Germany to the English colonies is far from 
authentic. The export of German lignite was not only less in 
1885 than it was in 1884, but compared with the imports, 3,647,776 
tons against 14,122 tons, it is practically of no importance. Taking 
the case of sugar, it will be seen that there is a falling off in the 
exports of about 109,000 tons, and a slight increase in the imports.

Proposep Customs UNION BETWEEN GERMANY AND 
AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


Tne following information on the subject of the proposed 
customs union between Germany and Austria-Hungary is taken 
from a Report by the United States Consul at Mayence, dated 
January 8th, 1886 :—- 

“It may be well to advert to a discussion which is raised every 
now and then by the newspapers in Austria-Hungary and Ger- 
many to the question of a customs union between Germany and 
Austria-Hungary, and of the formation of a customs union among 
the states of Middle Europe. Germany does not appear at 
present to be very favourable to the scheme, but Austria- 
Hungary seems to be very much en rapport with it, and went 
so far during the past year as to call together a sort of inter- 
national congress of agriculturists and political economists at 
Buda-Pesth, for the purpose of considering and agitating the 
question of a tariff union among the States of Central Europe, 
which was brought about largely, doubtless, by the injury 
inflicted upon the wheat, cattle, and flour of Hungary by the 
customs tariffs of Germany and France, from which the Hun- 
garians suffer very much, who are not a manufacturing but rather 
an agricultural people, and are largely dependent upon the 
exportation of their agricultural products for industrial articles. 
Especially, with reference to Austria-Hungary, it seems to have 
been supposed in the early part of the year by Hungarian states- 
men, that it was nut so much against Hungarian products as

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against those of other lands that the tariff of Germany was 
directed, and that it would be an easy matter for a customs union: 
to be formed between the two Empires; but the project appears 
not to have been taken up very warmly by the Germans so far, 
and the French broached as an offset to such a union a like 
understanding among the Latin nations, and the plan, too, struck 
against the rock of most favoured nation clauses in treaties. 

** Then the question of a customs union among all the States of 
Central Europe was raised. This, it is argued, would conflict 
with no treaty stipulations, and, on account of the large number 
of parties to it, be devoid of every political danger.. It would be 
principally directed against the products of America, Russia, and 
India, and procure for the Hungarians an extensive and receptive 
market, As the proposition was favourably received by a number 
of German, French, and Italian economists, it was determined to 
invite a number of agriculturists and political economists at 
home aud abroad to meet together at Buda-Pesth, and, under the 
denomination of an agricultural congress, to discuss the question 
of a customs union among the States of Middle Europe. The 
congress accordingly came together in the early part of October 
last, and, besides being attended by numerous Hungarians and 
Austrians, was participated in by a number of foreigners— 
Germans, French, Italians, Swedes, &c. 

“ The Austrian Government, through its Minister of Commerce, 
_— the congress on its assembling, and expressed its sympathy 

or the cause in which it was engaged. 

“The congress was in session three days, and a number of 
resolutions were adopted, looking to a stoppage of the competition 
with transatlantic countries, to the establishment of agricultural 
associations, improved farming Wc., and called upon the Govern- 
ment of Austria-Hungary, in common with other interested 
states, to bring about a customs union.” 

“ At the congress all sorts of shades of opinion were represented, 
from the extreme high tariff men to the equally ‘radical no tariff 
ones; but all seemed to be agreed that the present customs 
systems of the various European states, were detrimental to the 
common body, and must be done away with in union against the 
common enemy, America. Count Karolyi, himself a protectionist, 
I believe, during the congress, said that :— 

“<The European states, by their present retaliatory. tariffs, 
would in a few years do themselves more harm than international 
competition could possibly inflict. With their tariffs these states 
desire to injure America and India, but have only succeeded in 
damaging states at home like Hungary and Roumania, which 
cannot produce so cheaply as their transatlantic competitors.’ 

“ Other speakers. like the vice-governor of the Austro-Hun- 
garian Bank, Dr. Kautz, and Count Keglevich, condemned, in 
still stronger language, the present suicidal customs policy of 
Middle Europe. Count Zichy gave it as his opinion that the 
reason why it was so difficult for the farmers of Europe to hold 
their own in the competitive struggle now going on was because 
of the onerous military burdens they have to bear, which injure 
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the finances, and take from the fields of ‘agriculture their best 

strength. And so the congress adjourned, without having been 
able to provide a remedy for the removal of the evils under which 
the farmers of Europe are suffering. But the question of a 

European commercial confederation has been sprung, and has not 

been heard of for the last time. But can Middle Europe afford to 
hen combine against the rest of the world?” 


CommeEroraAL Museum aT DRESDEN, 


A notification appears in the “ Moneteur Officiel du Com- 
merce” of the 9th September last, from the French Ambassador 
| at Berlin, to the effect that a museum for the exhibition of articles 

for export has recently been established at Dresden under the 

auspices of the Export-verein fiir das Keenigreich Sachsen. This 
museum has been established with the object of bringing to the 
Sa notice of the shipping houses of Bremen and Hamburg the articles 
produced at the manufactories of Saxony, and which are for the 
most part intended for the export trade. Up to the present time 
about 250 Saxon manufacturers, chiefly from Dresden and the 
neighbourhood, have sent samples for exhibition, and the museum, 
which is to be a permanent institution, now contains samples 
representing almost every branch of Saxon industry. 


CoMMERCIAL Musgeum at Bupa PEsTH. 


4 A notification has been addressed to the French Government 
by the French Consul-General at Buda Pesth, to the effect that 
a Commercial Museum has been established at Pesth with the 
object of bringing under the notice of Austro-Hungarian 
manufacturers and exporters the class of goods which are likely 
to find a ready sale in foreign markets, and more particularly in 
the East. In connection with this museum a Journal will be 
published in which information will be given respecting the prices 
and cost of transport of the articles exhibited; customs duties 
~ and rates of freight; particulars as to the solvency or otherwise 
of foreign houses, as to liquidations or bankruptcies abroad and 
particularly in the East, and finally some attention will be 
devoted to the reproduction of the more important of the reports 
made from time to time by the Austro-Hungarian Consuls abroad, 
A library will also be attached to the museum. 


CommerctAL Museum at St. SEBASTIAN. 

The French “ Journal Officiel” of September 5, 1886, states 
that a commercial museum for French and Spanish goods has been 
opened at St. Sebastian, in the north of Spain, under the authority 
of the Spanish Government; and that a permanent exhibition of 
commercial objects has been opened at Bahia, in Brazil, under the 
auspices of the “ Société Francaise co-operative universelle.” 
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INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION AT BARCELONA. 


A notification has been received from the Spanish Minister in 
London to the effect’ that an International Exhibition is to be held 
at Bercelona between the months of September 1887 and April 
1888, together with copies of the general regulations. It appears 
from these regulations that the Exhibition, which will be opened 
on the 15th September, and will remain open for at least six 
months, will admit all agricultural, industrial, and commercial 
products and will have a special section for marine, fine arts, 
electricity, medicine, and hydropathy. It is to be held in the 
park and adjacent grounds belonging to the municipality, in the 
vicinity of the French and Tarragona railways, and will cover an 
area of 300,000 square métres. Arrangements have been made 
with the Spanish railway companies by which a rebate of 50 per 
cent. will be granted on the rates generally charged on all goods 
conveyed by their lines for the purpose of being placed in the 
Exhibition, and negotiations for obtaining similar concessions have 
been opened with foreign railways in connection with the Spanish 
lines. A copy of the regulations in full may be seen on 
application to the Commercial Department, Board of Trade. 


INTERNATIONAL COMPETITION FOR CULTIVATION OF RURAL 
Hemp at FERRARA. 
A notification has been received from the Consul-General for 


Italy, to the effect that an international competition of machines 
and implements for the cultivation and treatment of rural hemp

INTERNATIONAL COMPETITION OF MACHINES FOR SEED- 
SOWING AT 


A notification has been received from the Consul-General 


for Italy to the effect that the international competition of 


machines for seed-sowing, a notice of which appeared on page 18 
of the second number of this Journal, originally intended to have 
been held at Foggia from the 28th October to the 30th November 
next has been postponed until the sanitary conditions of that 
district are more favourable. 


‘Inpustries oF Russia. 


The “ Ministére des Finances” of the 21st September last states 
that the annual production of silk in Russia amounts to nearly 30 
millions of roubles, the centre of the industry being in the province 
of Moscow, at St. Petersburg, and in Poland. Russia now takes 
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the fifth rank among the silk-producing countries of Europe, coming 
after France, Germany, Great Britain, and Switzerland. The 
export of silk goods from Russia amounted in 1884 to the value 
of 309,881 roubles, and the imports to 2,766,785 roubles. 

According to a letter from the French Consul-General at 
Warsaw, which was published in the Journal Officiel of the 26th 
September, Russia, and particularly Poland, presents an almost 
unworked field for india-rubber goods, as there appear to be only 
four manufactories of gutta-percha throughout the whole of 
Russia, two at St. Petersburg, one at Moscow, and one at Riga. 
These can hardly be sufficient to supply the wants of so vast a 
country as Russia, in which, from the nature of its climate, there 
should be a great demand for india-rubber goods. 

As regards the condition of Polish industries, the Journal de 
St. Pétersbourg of the 28th September 1886, says that the manu- 
factures of Poland have never been in so flourishing a state as at 
the present moment. In five years the total trade of Lodz, the. 

rincipal industrial centre of Poland, has increased 50 per cent. 

he same authority states that sinee 1881, the manufacture of 
woven gootls at Lodz has increased 200 per cent., and has doubled 
daring the last 12 months. The other industrial centres of 
Poland are said to be in no less satisfactory a condition. 


Forest oF Bosnia. 


A report on the forests of Bosnia, published in the “ Moniteur 
Officiel du Commerce,” of the lst of September 1886, calls 
attention to the facility with which manufacturers of wooden 
articles may procure magnificent timber from this new province 


-of Austria, at a very small expense. It states that the difficulties 


of transport, though still considerable, are decreasing year by 
year, and this expense is already more than counter-balanced by- 
the extreme cheapness of the wood on the spot. It states also 
that most of the Bosnian forests appear to be owned by the 
Austrian Government. 


ForreigN Markets ror SwepisH Iron. 

The “ Géteborgs Handelstidning,” of the 14th of September, 
1886, complains of a steady decline in the demand for Swedish 
iron in the English market. For Swedish cast-iron of the finer 
quality there is no longer any chance in England. It declares 
that hardwares exported to that country are returned unsold, even 
though offered at the very lowest prices. The East Indian market 
is almost as completely closed against Sweden, and such sales as 
have been made there have been effected at a ruinous loss, 
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VIIL—OFFICIAL MEMORANDUM ON LABOUR 
STATISTICS. 


The following is a copy of the memorandum referred to in 
Mr. Baden Powell's recent motion in the House of Commons for 
a memorandum “ explaining the arrangements made by the Board 
“ of Trade for collecting and publishing statistics relating to 
“ labour.” The Board of Trade consented to the return as 
unopposed, and the memorandum is being printed and circulated 
as a Parliamentary paper, but it is considered desirable to give it 
circulation in the Journal as well. ‘The Parliamentary paper is 
numbered 48, Sess. 2, 1886 :— 


MEMORANDUM explaining the Arrangements made by the Board 


of Trade for Collecting and Publishing Statistics relating to 
Labour. 


In commencing to carry out the Resolution of the House of 
Commons of the 2nd March last, to the effect that immediate 
steps should be taken to ensure in this country the full and 
accurate collection and publication of labour statistics, the Board 
of Trade have addressed themselves to the following objects :— 

1. To collect and arrange the statistics relating to wages 
which have been published in Parliamentary Blue Books 
during the last 50 or 60 years, with the addition of some 
prominent and authentic unofficial statistics which have been 
published from time to time, or which may be easily procur- 
able, so as to furnish a tolerably complete picture of the 
progress of the community in respect of the earnings of the 
wages-receiving classes during the period in question. 

2. To supplement these statistics by similar statistics 
regarding foreign countries which have been published from 
time to time in the Reports of Her Majesty’s Secretaries 
of Legation and Consuls, or which the Board of Trade may 
be able to compile from the official publications of foreign 
Governments in their possession, with the assistance to some 
extent of unofficial records containing authentic data. 

3. To collect and arrange similar statistics relating to the 
savings and general conditions of the same classes, the prices 
of commodities, and other matters in which the masses of the 
community are vitally interested. 

4, To make immediate arrangements for obtaining from 
time to time in future a fuller record of wages, with special 
reference to hours of labour, slackness or abundance of 
employment, and the proportion of the wages-receiving 
classes at each rate of wage or earnings, than has yet been 
procured in this country, and for the regular collection and 
and publication of such statistics from time to time. 
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The Board of Trade for many years have published 
triennially in the Miscellaneous Statistics a record of the 
wages paid in a large number of the principal trades of the 
country, in which some attention bas been given to these 
points, These statistics have been obtained, as a rule, from 
the Chambers of Commerce in each district, who have taken 
the trouble to get the Board of Trade schedules filled up. It 
has frequently been necessary, however, to make direct 
application to employers. What the Board of Trade are now 
doing is to apply to employers directly on a large scale, and 
for some time the necessary odueiiclen and circulars have 
been in preparation. Communications with the railway 
companies as regards railway wages, with other large 
employers of labour, with the inspectors of factories, and 
with. the representatives of trades’ unions, have also been 
made, 


The resulting publications, containing digests of the data 
under this head, ought to be annual if possible. The first 
publication would, of course, be the most difficult, but the 
regular labour afterwards would still be very heavy. 

5. To collect and arrange statistics as to prices, production, 
cost of living, and other matters, which could either be 
embodied in the volume containing a record of wages, or be 
published separately, as may be found convenient. The 
same with an annual summary relating to wages, prices, &c., 
in foreign countries. 

It will be expedient in the course of this work to publish 
numerous papers containing information of immediate prac- 
tical use to those interested, and the Board of Trade propose 
to issue such papers, as well as annual reports and statistical 

' -yolumes. It is impossible as yet, of course, to state precisely 
what such papers will be, 
In carrying out this programme, it may be stated, the Board 


‘have made progress, especially with the objects stated in the lst 


and 4th of the above paragraphs. As regards the volume relating 
to wages for 50 years past, considerable progress has already been 
made, and it is expected that it will be published about April or 
May next. It will be very bulky and elaborate, but it is hoped 
that it will also be most serviceable from its bringing together 
data which are at present scattered over many Blue Books, and 
comparatively inaccessible. As regards the more serious task 
described in paragraph 4, namely, the obtaining of a fuller record 
of wages at the present time, considerable progress has also been 
made with the necessary preparations, which are on an extensive 
seale. In the course of the next few weeks it is hoped that about 
60,000 schedules will be sent out to the principal employers of 
labour throughout the country, to be filled up in accordance with 
the directions of the accompanying circular. A specimen of one of 
these schedules and a copy of the circular are herewith annexed. 
When the replies to this circular are received, the work of digest- 
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ing them will at once be tuken in hand and prosecuted as 
energetically as possible. 

No actual progre:s has yet been made with the objects stated 
in the 2nd and 3rd paragraphs. As regards the 2nd, however, it 
is proposed to proceed with it as quickly as possible, as soon as 
the corresponding work regarding wages at home, described in 
the Ist paragraph, is completed. As regards the objects in the 
3rd paragraph, again the Board of Trade hope to make progress 
with them as soon as the Labour Correspondent, who has been 
appointed specially for dealing with such subjects, takes up his 
duties, which will be on the 4th October next. The first work of 
the sort which it is intended to undertake will be an account of 
the statistics of trades’ unions, which it is hoped will be of value, 
not only to working men and the public generally, but specially 
even to members of trades’ unions, who have little opportunity to. 
become acquainted with the work of any of the unions except 
their own. 

The object stated in the 5th paragraph is one of even more 
general interest than that relating to labour statistics specially, 
but it may be stated that the Board of Trade have a good deal of 
information in their possession already which would only require 
tabulating and arranging to be serviceable to the purpose in 
view, and they hope to publish a volume carrying out the object 
here stated in the course of next year. 

Generally it is believed the objects thus described, embrace the 
main portion of those objects which were in contemplation when 
the Board of Trade was entrusted with the duty of collecting and 
publishing labour statistics. The difficulty in the matter is not so 
much to state in general terms what is desired, but in definitely 
arranging and preparing specific data by which information of 
real value will be communicated to the public. Unless the 
labour is well directed, it would be very easy to spend a great 
deal of money without much real result. It is hoped that, in the 
present case, various useful publications will result, and that the 
cost will by no means be excessive.

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IX.--OFFICIAL REPORT ON BOILER EXPLOSIONS 
IN 1885-6. . 


The following report to the Board of Trade by the Assistant 
Secretary, Marine Department, on the working of the Boiler 
Explosions Act, 1882, has been printed and circulated as a 
Departmental paper :— 

During the 12 months ended 30th June 1886 preliminary 
inquiries under section 6 of the Boiler Explosions Act, 1882, have 
been held in 57 cases. This is the largest number of explosions 
reported upor in any of the four years during which the Act has 
been in operation ; but whether the increase is real, or is only the 
result of a more general knowledge on the part of steam users 
with regard to the requirements of the Act, is uncertain. Although 
there was an increase in the number of cases, the life lost per case 
fell below the average of the three previous years, the figures for 
the four years being : — 


Year. Cases. Lives Lost. 
1882-3 - - 45 35 
1883-4 41 18 
1884-5 - 43 40 
1885-6 - - 57 33 


In addition to the number of persons killed there were 79 per- 
sons injured by the explosions in 1885-6. 

Of the boilers which exploded 16 were in use on board 
steamers and fishing smacks, and the remainder were used for 
various purposes on shore. The following is a general classifica- 
tion of the causes to which the explosions are attributable :— 


Deterioration, corrosion, safety-valve defective, &c. 32 


Defective design or construction - - - 16 
Ignorance, neglect, or carelessness of attendant - 6 
iscellaneous - - - - 
Total - - 57 


From the above it will be seen that no change has taken place 
in the general nature of the causes to which explosions may be 
traced, no less than 56 per cent. of the total number of cases 
being due to neglect on the part of the owners of boilers. Only 
six cases arose directly from ignorance or carelessness of the 
boiler attendants, although in a seventh case this was a contri- 
butory cause. 

In 10 cases the boilers were under the inspection of insurance 
companies or guarantee associations, but in three of these the 
explosions were due to causes other than defects in the boilers or 
fittings, while in another case the owner ignored the repeated 
applications of the company for an opportunity to make a 
thorough examination of the boiler. Three explosions occurred 
on board vessels classed by Lloyd's, but only one of these was due 
to a defective design of boiler. 

It has not been found necessary either to institute a formal 
investigation in any case which has occurred during the year, or

to take legal proceedings of any kind under the Boiler Explosions 
Act; and although such a large proportion of the explosions were 
caused by the neglect or mismanagement of the owners,—and not 
one of them can, as a fact, be called an inevitable accident,--still 
in no case have the facts been such as to warrant the Department 
in taking the responsibility of recommending a prosecution under 
the criminal law. The verdicts of “accidental death” which 
were almost invariably returned, and generally without any 
qualification by coroners’ juries in fatal cases, show that explosions 
are still regarded by the persons who sit on those juries as being 
due to causes which are beyond control, and unless evidence of 
the clearest and most conclusive kind can be produced, an attempt 
to secure a criminal conviction would be certain to end in failure. 
In making some of my former annual reports to your Lordship’s 
predecessors in office I have pointed out that the term “ accident,” 
as applied to the explosion of boilers, is a misnomer ; and I have 
already ntore than once stated that the only circumstance con- 
nected with many of these explosions that could be called 
accidental was that they remained so long at work without 
exploding ; and [I have also pointed out in former reports that 
few of these explosions are brought about by the incompetency 
of the boiler attendant. At the time the Boiler Explosions Act, 
1882, under which these inquiries are held, was passed, there 
was a strong opinion that all boilers.should be inspected and all 
persons charged with the management of boilers certified, In 
that year, however, it was thought better that a system of inquiry 


should be instituted whereby the causes of explosions should be 


accurately ascertained. Without the knowledge gained by these 
inquiries the Board of Trade were not in possession of adequate 
information. Now, however, with the reports before us of four 
years’ explosions, we have an accumulated amount of evidence 
which is 0 important and conclusive that I should have been 
unable to pass it by without calling special and serious attention 
to it, even if I had not already received your directions to inquire 
into the question. 

We now know that boilers are sometimes worked long after 
they are unsafe for any pressure; that they are worked with 


‘safety-valves which can be tampered with and overloaded, or even 


fixed down, indeed in some cases without a safety-valve ; that an 
accurate pressure-gauge regularly tested is rare. In short we know 
that both as to the condition of the boilers which have exploded 
and as to their fittings, that the first were generally dangeronsly 
overworked, and the latter were as a rule dangerously inefficient. 

Seeing that the fatal results of these explosions not only 
include damage to the property of the steam user and loss of life 
to persons in his employ, but are a source of danger to the 
property and life of the general public, I venture to submit the 
ease for consideration. ;

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X.—THE UNITED STATES SHIPPING LAWS. 


The following are copies of Acts (and of circulars relating 
thereto) recently passed in Congress to abolish fees, &c., and to 
provide for the licensing of vessels, engaged in towing, to carry 
persons in addition to their crews :-— 


CIRCULAR, 
REGULATIONS UNDER THE ACT TO ABOLISH FEEs, &c. 


Treasury Department, Washington, D.C., 
June 21, 1886. 
To Collectors of Customs, Shipping Commissioners, and Others. 
The following Act to abolish fees, &c., having been approved 
by the President on the 19th instant, the attention of all officers 
concerned is invited to its provisions :— 

Aw Act to abolish certain Fees for Official Services to American 
Vessels, and to amend the Laws relating to Shipping Com- 
missioners, Seamen, and Owners of Vessels, and for other 
Purposes. 


Certain fees abolished. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, that on and after 
July first, eighteen hundred and eighty-six, no fees shall be charged 
or collected by collectors or other officers of customs, or by 
inspectors of steam-vessels or shipping commissioners, for the 
following services to vessels of the United States, to wit: 
Measurement of tonnage and certifying the same; issuing of 


~ license or granting of certificate of registry, record, or enrolment, 


including all indorsements on the same and bond and oath; in- 
dorsement of change of master; certifying and receiving mani- 
fest, including master’s oath, and permit; granting permit to 
vessels licensed for the fisheries to touch and trade; granting 
certificate of payment of tonnage dues; recording bill of sale, 
mortgage, hypothecation, or conveyance, or the discharge of such 
mortgage or hypothecation; furnishing certificate of title; fur- 
nishing the crew list, including bond; certificate of protection 
to seamen ; bill of health; shipping or discharging of seamen, as 
provided by title fifty-three of the Revised Statutes and section 2 
of this Act ; apprenticing boys to the merchant service ; inspecting, 
examining, and licensing steam-vessels, including inspection-cer- 


* tificate and copies thereof; and licensing of .master, engineer, 


pilot, or mate of a vessel; and all provisions of laws authorising or 
requiring the collection of fees for such services are repealed, 
such repeal to take effect July first, eighteen hundred aid eighty- 
six. Collectors or other officers of customs, inspectors of steam 
vessels, and shipping commissioners who are paid wholly or partly 
by fees shall make a detailed report of such services, and the fees 
-provided by law, to the Secretary of the Treasury, under such 
regulations as that officer may prescribe; and the Secretary of 
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the Treasury shall allow and pay, from any money in the Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, said officers such compensation for 
said services as each would have received prior to the passage 
of this Act; also such compensation to clerks of shipping com- 
missioners as would have been paid them had this Act not 
passed : Provided, that such services have, in the opinion of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, been necessarily rendered. 


Shipment of Seamen in the Coasting Trade. 


Sec. 2. That Shipping Commissioners may ship and discharge 
crews for any vessel engaged in the coastwise trade, or the trade 
between the United States and the Dominion of Canada, or 
Newfoundland, or the West Indies, or the Republic of Mexico, 
at the request of the master or owner of such vessel, the shipping 
and discharging fees in such cases to be one-half that prescribed 
by section forty-six hundred and twelve of the Revised Statutes 
for the purpose of determining the compensation of Shipping 
Commissioners. 


Advance Wages to Seamen. 


Sec. 3. That section ten of the Act entitled “An Act to 
** remove certain burdens on the American merchant marine and 
“ encourage the American foreign carrying trade, and for other 
“ purposes,’ approved June twenty-sixth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty-four, be amended by striking out the words “ That it shall 
** be lawful for any seaman to stipulate in his shipping agreement 
* for an allotment of any portion of the wages which he may earn 
* to his wife, mother, or other relative, but to no other person or 
“ corporation,” and inserting in lieu thereof the following: “ That 
“ it shall be lawful for any seaman to stipulate in his shipping 
“ agreement for an allotment of all or any portion of the wages 
** which he may earn to kis wife, mother, or other relative or to 
* an original creditor in liquidation of any just debt for board or 
* clothing which he may have contracted prior to engagement, 
* not exceeding ten dollars per month for each month of the time 
* usually required for the voyage for which the seaman has 
** shipped, under such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury 
“ may prescribe, but no allotment to any other person or corpora- 
** tion shall be lawful.” And said section ten is further amended 
by striking out all of the last paragraph after the words “ vessels 
“ of the United States,” and inserting in lieu of such words, 
the following: “ And any master, owner, consignee, or agent of 
“ any foreign vessel who has violated this section shall be liable to 
“ the same penalty that the master, owner, or agent of a vessel 
* of the United States would be for a similar violation.” 


Limitation of Liability of Vessels. 


Sec. 4. That section forty-two hundred and eighty-nine of the 
Revised Statutes be amended so as to read as follows : 

“ Sec. 4289. The provisions of the seven preceding sections, and 
of section eighteen of an Act entitled ‘An Act to remove certain 
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* burdens on the American merchant marine and encourage the 
‘ American foreign carrying trade, and for other purposes,’ 
approved June twenty-sixth, eighteen hundred and eighty-four, 
relating to the limitations of the liability of the owners of vessels, 
shall apply to all sea-going vessels, and also to all vessels used on 
lakes or rivers or in inland navigation, including canal boats, 
barges, and lighters.” 


Tonnage to be carved on the main beam. 


Sec. 5. That section forty-one hundred and fifty-three of the 
Revised Statutes be amended by striking out the last sentence 
of the last paragraph, and inserting instead the following: “ In 
“ every vessel documented as a vessel of the United States the 
number denoting her net tonnage shall be deeply carved or 
otherwise permanently marked on her main beam, and shall be 
socontinued; and if the number at any time cease to be con- 
tinued, such vessel shall be subject to a fine of thirty dollars on 
‘** every arrival in a port of the United States if she have not her 
tonnage number legally carved or permanently marked.” 


Fine for not carving or marking official number on Vessel. 


Sec. 6. That from tle close of section forty-one hundred and 
seventy-seven of said statutes the following words shall be struck 
out, to wit: “ Such vessel shall be no longer recognized as a 
* vessel of the United States,” and in lieu thereof there shall be 
inserted the words following: “ Such vessel shall be liable to a 
“ fine of thirty dollars on every arrival ina port of the United 
«© States if she have not her proper official number legally carved 
“ or permanently marked.” 


Fine: on undocumented Vessels of the United States. 


Sec. 7. Every vessel of twenty tons or upwards, entitled to be 
documented as a vessel of the United States, other than registered 
vessels, found trading between district and district, or between 
different places in the same district, or carrying on the fishery, 
without being enrolled and licensed, and every vessel of less than 
twenty tons and not less than five tons burden found trading or 
carrying on the fishery as aforesaid without a license obtained as 
provided by this title, shall be liable to a fine of thirty dollars at 
every port of arrival without such enrolment or license. But if 
the license shall have expired while the vessel was at sea, and 
there shall have been no opportunity to renew such license, then 
said fine of thirty dollars shall not be incurred. And so much 
of section four thousand three hundred and seventy-one of the 
Revised Statutes as relates to vessels entitled to be documented 
as vessels of the United States is hereby repealed. 


Transportation of Passengers coastwise in Foreign Vessels. 


Sec. & ‘That foreign vessels found transporting passengers 
between places or ports in the United States, when such passengers 
have been taken on board in the United States, shall be liable to 
a fine of two dollars for every passenger landed. 
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Remission of Fines. 


Sec. 9. That the fines imposed by sections five, six, seven, and 
eight of this Act shall be subject to remission or mitigation by the 
Secretary of the Treasury when the offence was not wilfully com- 
mitted, under such regulations and methods of ascertaining the 
facts as may seem to him advisable. 


Drawbach on Bituminous Coal. 


Sec. 10. That the provision of Schedule N. of “An Act to 
“ reduce internal revenue taxation, and for other purposes,” ap- 
proved March third, eighteen hundred and eighty-three, allowing 
a drawback on imported bituminous coal used for fuel on vessels 
propelled by steam, shall be construed to apply only to vessels of 
the United States. 


Tax on Tonnage. 


See. 11. That section fourteen of “ An Act to remove certain 
** burdens on the American merchant marine and encourage the 
“ American foreign carrying trade, and for other purposes,” ap- 
proved June twenty-sixth, cighteen hundred and eighty-four, be 
amended so as to read as follows: 

“ Sec. 14, That in lieu of the tax on tonnage of thirty cents 
per ton per annum imposed prior to July first, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-four, a duty of three cents per ton, not to exceed in 
the aggregate fifteen cents per ton in any one year, is hereby im- 
posed at each entry on all vessels which shall be entered in any 
port of the United States from any foreign port or place in North 
America, Central America, the West India Islands, the Bahama 
Islands, the Bermuda Islands, or the coast of South America 
bordering on the Caribbean Sea, or the Sandwich Islands, or 
Newfoundland ; and a duty of six cents per ton, not to exceed 
thirty cents per ton per annum, is hereby imposed at each entry 
upon all vessels which shall be entered in the United States from 
any other foreign ports, not, however, to include vessels in distress 
or not engaged in trade: Provided that the President of the 
United States shall suspend the collection of so much of the duty 
herein imposed, on vessels entered from any foreign port, as may 
be in excess of the tonnage and lighthouse dues, or other equiva- 
lent tax or taxes imposed in said port on American vessels by the 
Government of the foreign country in which such port is situated, 
and shall, upon the passage of this Act, and from time to time 
thereafter as often as it may become necessary by reason of changes 
in the laws of the foreign countries above-mentioned, indicate by 
proclamation the ports to which such suspension shall apply, and 
the rate or rates of tonnage duty, if any, to be collected under 
such suspension: Provided further, that such proclamation shall 
exclude from the benefits of the suspension herein authorised the 
vessels of any foreign countvy in whose ports the fees or dues of 
any kind or nature imposed on vessels of the United States, or the 
import or export duties on their cargoes, are in excess of the fees, 
dues, or duties imposed on the vessels of the country in which 
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such port is situated, or on the cargoes of such vessels; and sec- 
tions forty-two hundred and twenty-three, and forty-two hundred 
and twenty-four, and so much of section forty-two hundred and 
nineteen of the Revised Statutes as conflicts with this section, are 
hereby repealed.” 


Co-operation of Foreign Governments in abolishing Tonnage-tax 
Fees, §c. 


Sec. 12.' That the President be, and hereby is, directed to cause 
the Governments of foreign countries which, at any of their ports, 
impose on American vessels a tonnage tax or lighthouse dues, or 
other equivalent tax or taxes, or any other fees, charges, or dues, 
to be informed of the provisions of the preceding section, and 
invited to co-operate with the Government of the United States 
iu abolishing all lighthouse dues, tonnage taxes, or other equiva- 
lent tax or taxes on, and also all other fees for official services to, 
the vessels of the respective nations employed in the trade be- 
tween the ports of such foreign country and the ports of the 
United States. 


Fishing and Whaling Vessels—-Slop-Chests on. 


Sec. 13. That Section eleven of “An Act to remove certain 
“ burdens on the American merchant marine and encourage the 
* American foreign carrying trade, and for other purposes,” 
approved June twenty-six, eighteen hundred and eighty-four, 
shall not be construed to apply to vessels engaged in the whaling 
or fishing business. 


Steam-Gauges, 


Sec. 14. That section forty-four hundred and eighteen of the 
Revised Statutes is hereby amended by striking out from the 
nineteenth and following lines thereof the words “ and, to indicate 
the “pressure of steam, suitable steam registers that will correctly 
« record cach excess of steam carried above the prescribed limit, 
“ and the highest point attained,” and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following :—“ and suitable steam-gauges to indicate the 
« pressure of steam.” 


Articles withdrawn for construction and repair of Fishing and 
Whaling Vessels. 


Sec, 15. That the provisions of sections twenty-five hundred 
and ten and twenty-five hundred and eleven of the Revised 
Statutes, as the sections of title thirty-three are numbered in “ An 
« Act to reduce internal revenue taxation, and for other purposes,” 
approved March third, eighteen hundred and sixty-three, and the 
provisions of section sixteen of “An Act to remove certain 
«* burdens on the American merchant marine and encourage the 
« American foreign carrying trade, and for other purposes,” 
approved June twenty-sixth, eighteen hundred and eighty-four, 
shall apply to the construction, equipment, repairs, and supplies 
of vessels of the United States employed in the fisheries or in the 
whaling business, in the same manner as to vessels of the United 
States engaged in the foreign trade. 
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Row-boats, &c., on St. Lawrence River not to carry Lights. 

Sec. 16. That rule twelve of section forty-two hundred and 
thirty-three of the Revised Statutes shall be so construed as not to 
require row-boats and skiffs upon the river St. Lawrence to carry 
lights. 

Exclusion by Proclamation of Foreign Vessels from certain 
privileges. 

Sec. 17. That whenever any foreign country whose vessels have 
been placed on the same footing in the ports of the United States 
as American vessels (the coastwise trade excepted) shall deny to 
any vessels of the United States any of the commercial privileges 
accorded to national vessels in the harbours, ports, or waters of 
such foreign country, the President, on receiving satisfactory 
information of the continuance of such discriminations against any 
vessels of the United States, is hereby authorised to issue his 
proclamation excluding, on and after such time as he may indi- 
cate, from the exercise of such commercial privileges in the ports 
of the United States as are denied to American vessels in the ports 
of such foreign country, all vessels of such foreign country of a 
similar character to the vessels of the United States, thus dis- 
criminated against, and suspending such concessions previously 
granted to the vessels of such country ; and on and after the date 
named in such proclamation for it to take effect, if the master, 
officer, or agent of any vessels, of such foreign country excluded 
by said proclamation from the exercise of any commercial privi- 
leges shall do any act prohibited by said proclamation in the ports, 
harbours, or waters of the United States for or on account of such 
vesse], such vessel, and its rigging, tackle, furniture, and boats, 
and all the goods on beard, shall be liable to seizure and to for- 
feiture to the United States; and any person opposing any 
officer of the United States in the enforcement of this Act, or 
aiding and abetting any other person in such opposition, shall 
forfeit eight hundred dollars, and shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and, upon conviction, shall be liable to imprisonment 
for a term not exceeding two years. 


Transportation of destitute American Seamen. 


Sec. 18. Section nine of “An Act to remove certain burdens 
* on the American merchant marine and encourage the American 
“ foreign-carrying trade, and for other purposes.” approved 
June 26, 1884, is hereby amended in the eighth line by inserting 
after the words “ and a consular officer” the following: “ When 
“ the transportation is by a sailing vessel; and the regular 
“ steerage passenger rate, not to exceed two cents per mile, when 
“ the transportation is by steamer.” And the said section is 
further amended by adding at the end the following: “or to take 
* any seaman having a contagious disease.” 

The first section abolishes the collection of the fees therein 
mentioned on and after the first day of July, 1886, and provides 
for the payment to the officers concerned of such compensation 
for their services a3 each would have received prior to the passage 
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of the Act, and also for compensation to the clerks of shipping 
commissioners. The compensation is to be the same as would 
have been allowed had the Act not passed and the services per- 
formed had beer paid for by fees actually collected at the rate 
prescribed by law. Commencing with the Ist proximo, each 
shipping commissioner, collector of customs, and surveyor of 
customs will keep an accurate record of such official services in 
his office, and a detailed report thereof setting forth the services 
performed, and the amount that would be due therefor under the 
laws prescribing fees will be made out at the end of each month. 
The accounts of collectors and surveyors of the customs for their 
earnings will be forwarded to the First Auditor of the Treasury. 

II. The shipping commissioner’s report will specify the date on 
which their services were performed, the name of the vessel for 
whom the services were rendered, the number of seamen engaged, 
the number of seamen discharged, the number of apprentices in- 
dentured, the port and country from or to which the vessel sailed, 
and the amount of the fees, It will be sworn to as follows, and 
promptly transmitted to the Bureau of Navigation : 

ad , U.S. Shipping Commissioner at 
, hereby truly and solemnly swear [or 
affirm] that the above and foregoing report or statement of ser- 
vices to vessels and seamen is a true and correct statement of the 
official services perfurmed by me for the vessels above named 
during the period of time therein mentioned ; the said services 
were actually and necessarily rendered by me; that no services 
are herein reported except such as were so actually and neces- 
sarily rendered in accordance with the provisions of Acts of 
Congress, and that the amounts of the respective fees herein stated 
are in accordance with the tariff of shipping commissioner's fees 
prescribed by law.” 

The expense accounts of shipping commissioners will be for- 
warded as heretofore, but the heading and the debit side will be 
changed to suit the circumstances, and so as to snow the value of 
the services performed, instead of the amount deposited. The 
authorised compensation for the clerks will be included; but 
neither rent nor any other similar expenses will be charged for 
after the 30th instant with a view to their allowance, though they 
will be mentioned under the head of miscellaneous expenses, as in 
the case of expenses formerly not allowed from fees. 

III. No fees are to be collected by shipping commissioners 
under Section 2 of the Act, from the masters of vessels engaged 
in the coastwise trade, or the trade with Canada, or Newfoundland, 
or the West Indies, or Mexico, for the shipment or discharge of 
seamen or apprentices. Services performed for such masters will 
be reported by the shipping commissioners in the same manner as 
other services, and will be plainly designated in the report in such 
a way as to show the country to or from which the vessel sailed. 
In these cases but one-half of the fee prescribed by law for other 
shipments and discharges will be reported as above indicated, and 
included in the computation in the expense account of the amount 
cue to the commissioner and clerks. 
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IV. Forms for the detailed reports of services performed by 
shipping commissioners, and by the other officers mentioned in 
the Act, will be furnished on requisition in the usual manner. 

V. Allotments to original creditors, under section 3 of the Act, 
on account of food or clothing owed for by the seaman at the time 
of his engagement, cannot be made to exceed ten dollars per 
month for the time usually required for the voyage for which he 
has shipped. The allotment must be specified in the shipping 
agreement, the amount thereof per month and the number of 
months for which it is to be paid being expressly stipulated. To 
render such allotments uniform, it is directed that they shall not 
be allowed for periods exceeding those mentioned in the following 
schedule respectively :

VI. Section 7 imposes a fine in lieu of additional tonnage dues 
upon undocumented American vessels, entitled to be documented 
under the laws on compliance with the usual requirements. It 
repeals section 4371, Revised Statutes, to the extent only that it 
relates to American vessels. So far as section 4371 may concern 
foreign vessels, it still remains in force. 

VII. Section 11 of the Act amends section 14 of the Act of 
June 26, 1884, so that vessels from the coast of South America 
bordering on the Caribbean Sea may be entered in the United 
States on payment of a tax at the rate of three cents per ton. 

VIII. Customs officers will take no action under the proviso 
of section 11 relating to a suspension of collection of tax until 
they have been informed that such suspension has been authorised 
by a proclamation of the President. They are requested, however, 
to forward any authentic information they may receive, showing 
whether or not a proclamation might be proper, or that the 
circumstances have so changed as to demand a withdrawal of any 
privilege given in regard to the matter. 

IX. In case, after proclamation has been made by the President, 
under section 11, suspending the tax on vessels from any foreign 
port, customs officers learn that the fees or dues of any kind or 
nature imposed there, on vessels of the United States, or that the 
import or export duties on their cargoes are in excess of the fees, 
dues, or duties imposed on the vessels of the country in which 
such port is situated, or on the cargoes of such vessels, they will 
bring the fact, without delay, to the attention of the Bureau of 
Navigation. 

Special instructions will be given as to the other provisions of 
the Bill when necessary.

CIRCULARS. 


Tax on TonnaGe, ALLOrMENTS OF WAGs, AND Registry 
or Fres 1n ComMMISsIONERS’ OFFICEs. 


Treasury Department, Bureau of Navigation, 
Washington, D. C., July 7th, 1886. 


To Collectors of Customs, U. S. Shipping Commissioners, and 
Others. 

I. Section 11 of the Act approved June 19, 1886, amends 
Section 14 of the Act of June 26, 1884, by including the coast 
of South America bordering on the Caribbean Sea in the places 
from which vessels may enter into the United States on payment 
of tonnage tax at the rate of 3 cents per ton, and also by providing 
that the tonnage dues prescribed therein shall not be imposed on 
“ vessels in distress, or not engaged in trade.” 

Collectors will exempt vessels from the tax under the sections 
cited by reason of distress when the circumstances are such as to 
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bring the case within section 2891, Revised Statutes, and when 
such circumstances shall be made known by protest, as therein 
required. 

Section 2891 provides “ that if any vessel for any foreign port, 
compelled by distress of weather or other necessity, shall put 
“* into any port of the United States not being destined for the 
“ saroe, the iaaster, together with the mate or person next in 
command, may, within twenty-four hours after her arrival, 
‘** make protest in the usual form upon oath before a notary public 
or other person duly authorised, or before the collector of the 
district where the vessel arrives, setting forth the cause or cir- 
“ cumstances of such distress or necessity.” This protest must 
be produced to the collector. If dispute arises whether distress 
actually existed as contemplated by the statute, the question may 
be submitted to this office in the usual manner, with a report of 
the facts. 

The vessels exempted from the tax under Section 11 of the Act 
cited, for the reason that they are “not engaged in trade” are 
vessels of this or any foreign Government and vessels used 
exclusively for pleasure. 

A tonnage year of a vessel commences with the first payment 
made at either rate prescribed by the section cited, and continues 
for a twelvemonth. Vessels becoming liable to the tax at both 
the six-cent and three-cent rates in a tonnage year will not be 
subjected to an aggregate tax exceeding 30 cents per ton in that 
year. The 3-cent tax per ton will not be collected on more than 
five entries in the year. For one-half of a ton, or more than one- 
half of a ton of the admeasurement of a vessel, collection will be 
made at the full rates of 3 cents or 6 cents per ton, as the case 
may be. For less than one-half ton no collection will be made. 

If vessels from “exempted” ports visit, for commercial pur- 
poses, during the voyage to the United States foreign ports not 
“ exempted,” tonnage tax must be levied. 

Vessels of the United States, and foreign vessels from the 
following mentioned places are exempted from the tax under 
Section 11 by proclamations of the President, which are con- 
sidered to remain in force, notwithstanding the provisions of said 
section, viz. : 

Ontario, Canada; Montserrat and ‘Trinidad, West Indies; 
Aspinwall, Panama, and Boeas del Toro, United States of 
Colombia; San Juan and Mayaguez, Porto Rico; San Juan del 
Norte, (Grey Town,) Nicaragua. 

IJ. Section 3 of the Act cited provides: “ that it shall be lawful 
“ for any seaman to stipulate in kis shipping agreement for an 
allotment of all or any portion of the wages which he may earn 
“ to his wife, mother, or other relative, or to an original creditor 
“ in liquidation of any just debt for board or clothing which he 
«* may have contracted prior to engagement, not exceeding ten 
«* dollars per month for each month of the time usually required 
“* for the voyage for which the seaman has shipped, under such 
“ regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, 
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“ but” that “no allotment to any other person or corporation 
shall be lawful.” 

Attention is invited to the fact that this provision does not 
modify section 10 of the Act of June 26, 1884, so far as that 
section makes it unlawful in any case to pay any seaman wages 
“* before his vessel leaves the port at which he was engaged, or 
© in advance.” 

The following clause of section 10, above cited, was repealed by 
section 3, aforesaid : 

“This section shall apply as well to foreign vessels as to vessels 
of the United States; and any foreign vessel the master, owner, 
consignee, or agent of which has violated this section or induced 
or connived at its violation, shall be refused a clearance from any 
port of the United States.” 

In lieu thereof, section 8 enacts that— 

** Any master, owner, consignee, or agent of any foreign vessel 
who has violated this section [Sec. 10, Act June 26, 1884] shall 
be liable to the same penalty that the master, owner, or agent of 
a vessel of the United States would be for a similar violation.” 

Shipping commissioners and collectors oi customs should see 
that the laws forbidding advances and relating to allotments are 
enforced in the case of foreign vessels as well as regards vessels of 
the United States, and, also, that no distinction is made between 
vessels of different nationalities under the Act of June 26, 1884, 
so far as it prohibits the payment to any person, “ other than 
“an officer authorised by the Act of Congress to collect fees 
“ for such services,” of any remuneration for the shipment of 
seamen. 

III. The record of the services performed, required by the Act 
of June 19, 1886, to be kept by shipping commissioners, st ould 
be made in a paged register, headed and ruled substantially like 
Form 1602, (new,) which will be distributed when receive] from 
the printer.

ALLOTMENTS OF SEAMEN’S WAGES. 


Treasury Department, Bureau of Navigation, 
Washington, D. C., August 9, 1886, 


To U. 8. Shipping Commissioners and Collectors of Customs acting 
as Shippin Commissioners, ex officio : 


Misapprehension exists among Shipping Commissioners and 
others interested as to the effect of section 3 of the Act of June 
19, 1886 (the full text of which is embodied in Circular No. 75, 
current series), amending section 10 of the Act of June 26, 1884, 
so far as these statutes relate to the payment of wages to seamen. 

While certain Shipping Commissioners consider that “ advance ” 
wages may now be paid, others correctly construe the law as 
forbidding such payments. 
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Section 10 makes it “ unlawful in any case to pay any seaman 
** wages before leaving the port at which such seaman may be 
* engaged in advance of the time when he has actually earned 
* the same, or to pay such advance wages to any person.” 

Under Section 3, above-cited, however, allotments of wages 
may be made before they are due to a wife, mother, or other 
relative, or to an original creditor in liquidation of any just debt 
for board or clothing which he may have contracted prior to 
engagement. But the statute limits the allotment, in the case of 
a creditor, to an amount not exceeding ten dollars per month for 
each month of the time usually required for the voyage for which 
the seaman has shipped; requires payments to be made under 
such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe, 
and provides that no allotment to any other person or corporation 
shall be lawful. 

No other mode of obtaining security at the port of departure 
for the payment of a seaman’s debts from his wages before they 
have become due is authorised by the statute ; and all attempts 
at evasions of the law on the part of owners, agents, masters, or 
consignees, either by cashing seamen’s promissory notes with a 
view to collection abroad, by shipments at nominal wages for a 
part or the whole of the voyage, by the sale of the seamen’s kit 
to the mate or other person, and the payment of the proceeds to 
the sailor’s landlord, or by other analogous devices, will be perilous, 
in view of the penalty denounced by the statute. 

Allotments will be made to original creditors as aforesaid, 
subject to the following regulations, which are necessary under 
the terms of the statute, viz. :— 

1. The allotment note will be in the form of an order, bill, or 
draft, describing the voyage and specifying the name of the ship, 
and will be addressed to the person undertaking to pay the wages 
allotted. 

2. The aggregate amount of the allotment, the number and 
amount of the instalments, the place of payment, and the dates 
when the instalments become due, will be specified in the note. 

3. The Shipping Commissioner will state on the note, over his 
signature, that the stipulation for the allotment has been inserted 
in the agreement as provided for by law. 

4. The notes will be signed by the seaman, and also by the 
master, and be “accepted” by the payer. They must be made 
in duplicate, and marked “ original note” and “ duplicate note,” 
respectively, as the case may be. The original will be given to 
the payee, and the duplicate will be filed with the Shipping 
Commissioner as evidence and for usc in case of the loss or 
destruction of the original. 

5. A declaration will be indorsed on the note by the creditor 
substantially as follows :-—“ The undersigned hereby declares that 
* he is the original creditor of the seaman who has made the 
“ within allotment note; that said seaman is justly indebted to 
* him in the amount thereof for board or clothing; that the 
within allotment covers such indebtedness ; the said indebted- 
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“ ness was contracted prior to said seaman’s engagement for the 
** voyage within named, and that no part of said indebtedness 
** was for money paid to said seaman or other person.” 

6. Blank forms in harmony with the above regulations will be 
supplied, on requisition, to the proper officers, who will see that 
they are not delivered to payees until filled out in the manner 
indicated by the form prescribed, nor until indorsed with the 
declaration required by these regulations.

XIL—THE NEW UNITED STATES BUTTER AND 
OLEO-MARGARINE LAW. 


The following is the text of an Act defining butter, and imposing 
a tax upon oleomargarine, and regulating the manufacture, sale, 
importation, and exportation of the same, which has recently been 
passed by the United States Legislature :— 

“ Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America in Congress assembled, That for 
the purposes of this Act the word “ butter” shall be understood 
to mean the food product usually known as butter, and which is 
made exclusively from milk or cream, or both, with or without 
common salt, and with or without additional colouring matter. 

“ Section 2. That for the purposes of this Act certain manu- 
factured substances, certain extracts, and certain mixtures and 
compounds, including such mixtures and compounds with butter, 
shall be known and designated. as “oleomargarine,” namely: All 
substances heretofore known as oleomargarine, oleo, oleomargarine- 
oil, butterine, lardine, suine ard neutral; all mixtures and 
compounds of oleomargarine, oleo, oleomargarine-oil, butterine, 
lardine, suine, and neutral ; all lard extracts and tallow extracts ; 
and all mixtures and compounds of tallow, beef-fat, suet, lard, 
lard-oil, vegetable-oil annotto, and other colouring matter, 
intestinal fat, and offal fat made in imitation or semblance of 
butter, or when so made, calculated or intended to be sold as 
butter or for butter. 

* Section 3. That special taxes are imposed as follows: 

* Manufacturers of oleomargarine shall pay six hundred 
dollars. Every person who manufactures oleomargarine 
for sale shall be deemed a manufacturer of oleomargarine, 

*¢ Wholesale dealers in oleomargarine shall pay four hundred 
and eighty dollars. Every person who sells or offers for 
sale, oleomargarine in the original manufacturer’s packages 
shall be deemed a wholesale dealer in oleomargarine. But 
any manufacturer of oleomargarine who has given the 
required bond and paid the required special tax, and who 
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sells only oleomargarine of his own production, at the 
place of manufacture, in the original packages to which 
the tax-paid stamps are affixed, shall not be required to 
pay the special tax of a wholesale dealer in oleomargarine 
on account of such sales. 

“ Retail dealers in oleomargarine shall pay forty-eight dollars. 
Every person who sells oleomargarine in less quantities 
than ten pounds at one time shall be regarded as a retail 
dealer in oleomargarine. And sections 3,232 to 3,241 
and section 3,243 of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States are, so far as applicable, made to extend to and 
include and apply to the special taxes imposed by this 
section, and to the persons upon whom they are imposed : 
Provided, That in case any manufacturer of oleomargarine 
commences business subsequent to the thirtieth day of 
June in any year, the special tax shall be reckoned from 
the first day of July in that year, and shall be five hundred 
dollars. 

“ Section 4. That every person who carries on the business of 
a manufacturer of oleomargarine without having paid the special 
tax therefore, as required by law, shall, besides being liable to 
the payment of the tax, be fined not less than one thousand and 
not more than five thousand dollars; and every person who 
carries on the business of a wholesale dealer in oleomargarine 
without having paid the special tax therefor, as required by law, 
shall, besides being liable for the payment of the tax, be fined 
not less than five hundred nor more than two thousand dollars ; 
and every person who carries on the business of a retail dealer 
in oleomargarine, without having paid the special tax therefor, as 
required by law, shall, besides being liable for the payment of the 
tax, be fined not less than fifty, nor more than five hundred 
dollars for each and every offence. 

“ Section 5. That every manufacturer of oleomargarine shall 
file with the collector of internal revenue of the district in which 
his manufactory is located such notices, inventories, and bonds, 
shall keep such books and render such returns of materials and 
products ; shall put such signs and affix such number to his 
factory, and conduct his business under such surveillance of 
officers and agents as the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, may, by 
regulation, require. But the bond required of such manufacturer 
shall be with sureties satisfactory to the Collector of Internal 
Revenue, and in a penal sum of not less than five thousand dollars, 
and the sum of said bond may be increased from time to time, and 
additional sureties, required at the discretion of the Collector, or 
under the instruction of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 

“ Section 6. That all oleomargarine shall be packed by the 
manufacturer thereof in firkins, tubs, or other wooden packages 
not before used for that purpose, each containing not less than ten 
pounds, and marked, stamped, and branded as the Commissioner 
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-of Internal Revenue, with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, shall prescribe, and all sales made by manufacturers 
of oleomargarine, and wholesale dealers in oleomargarine shall be 
in original stamped packages. Retail dealers in oleomargarine 
must sell only.from original stamped packages, in quantities not 
_ exceeding ten pounds, and shall pack the oleomargarine sold b 
them in suitable wooden or paper packages, which shall be 
marked and branded as the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, shall prescribe. 
Every person who knowingly sells or offers for sale, or delivers, 
or offers to deliver any oleomargarine in any other form than in 
new wooden or paper packages as above described, or who packs 
in any package any oleomargarine in any manuer contrary to 
law, or who falsely brands any package, or affixes a stamp on any 
package denoting a less amount of tax than that required by 
law, shall be fined for each offence not more than one thousand 
dollars, and be imprisoned not more than two years. 

“ Section 7. That every manufacturer of cleomargarine shall 
securely affix, by pasting, on each package containing oleomar- 
garine manufactured by him, a label on which shall be printed, 
besides the number of the manufactory and the district and state 
in which it is situated these words: “ Notice—The manufacturer 
“ of the oleomargarine herein contained has complied with all 
“ the requirements of law. Every person is cautioned not to. 
“ use either this package again or the stamp thereon again, nor 
* to remove the contents of this package without destroying said 
“ stamp, under the penalty provided by law in such cases.” 
Every manufacturer of oleomargarine who neglects to affix such 
label to any package containing oleomergarine made by him, or 
sold or offered for sale by or for him, and every person who 
removes any such label so affixed from any such package, shall 
be fined fifty dollars for each package in respect to which such 
offence is committed. 

“ Section 8. That upon oleomargarine which shall be manu- 
factured and sold, or removed for consumption or ase, there shall 
be assessed and collected a tax of two cents per pound, to be paid 
by the manufacturer thereof, and any fractional part of a pound 
in a package shall be taxed as a pound. The tax levied by this 
section shall be represented by coupon stamps, and the provisions 
of existing laws governing the engraving, issue, sale, accountability, 
effacement, and destruction of stamps relating to tobacco and 
snuff, as far as applicable, are hereby made to apply to stamps 
provided for by this section. 

“ Section 9. That whenever any manufacturer of oleomargarine 
sells, or removes for sale or consumption, any oleomargarine upon 
which the tax is required to be paid by stamps, without the use 
of the proper stamps, it shall be the duty of the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, within a period of not more than two years 
after such sale ur removal, upon satisfactory proof, to estimate 
the amount of tax which has been omitted to be paid, and to make 
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an assessment therefor and certify the same to the collector. The 
tax so assessed shall be in addition to the penalties imposed by 
law for such sale or removal. 

« Section 10. That all oleomargarine imported from foreign 
countries shall, in addition to any import duty imposed on the 
same, pay an internal revenue tax of 15 cents per pound, such. 
tax to be represented by coupon stamps as in the case of oleomar- 
garine manufactured in the United States. The stamps shall be 
affixed and cancelled by the owner or importer of the oleomar- 
garine while it is in the custody of the proper custom-house 
officers, and the oleomargarine shall not pass out of the custody 
of said officers until the stamps have been so affixed and cancelled, 
but shall be put up in wooden packages, each containing not less 
than ten pounds, as prescribed in this Act for oleomargarine manu- 
factured in the United States, before the stamps are affixed, and 
the owner or importer of such oleomargarine shall be liable to all 
the penal provisions of this Act prescribed for manufacturers of 
oleomargarine manufactured in the United States, Whenever it is 
necessary to take any oleomargarine so imported to any place 
other than the public stores of the United States for the purpose 
of affixing and cancelling such stamps, the Collector of customs of 
the port where such oleomargarine is entered shall designate a 
bonded warehouse to which it shall be taken, under the control of 
such customs officer as such collector may direct; and every 
officer of customs who permits any such oleomargarine to pass out 
of his custody or control without compliance by the owner or 
importer thereof with the provisions of this section relating 
thereto, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be fined not 
less than one thousand dollars nor more than five thousand dollars, 
and imprisoned not less than six months nor more than three 
years. Every person who sells or offers for sale any imported 
oleomargarine, or oleomargarine purporting or claimed to have 
been imported, not put up in packages and stamped as provided 
by this Act, shall be fined not less than five hundred dollars nor 
more than five thousand dollars, and be imprisoned not less than 
six months nor more than two years. 

“Section 11. That every person who knowingly purchases or 
receives for sale any oleomargarine which has not been branded 
or stamped according to law shall be liable to a penalty of fifty 
dollars for each such offence. 

“ Section 12. That every person who knowingly purchases or 
receives for sale any oleomargarine from any manufacturer who 
has not paid the special tax shall be liable for each offence to a 
penalty of one hundred dollars, and to a forfeiture of all articles 
so purchased or received, or of the full value thereof. 

“Section 13. That whenever any stamped package containing 
oleomargarine is emptied, it shall be the duty of the person in 
whose hands the same is to destroy utterly the stamps thereon, 
and any person who wilfully neglects or refuses so to do shall for 
each such offence be fined not exceeding fifty dollars, and be 
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imprisoned not less than ten days, nor more than six months. 
And any person who fraudulently gives away or accepts from 
another, or who sells, buys, or uses for packing oleomargarine, any 
such stamped package, shall for each such offence be fined not 
exceeding one hundred dollars, and be imprisoned not more than 
one year. Any revenue officer may destroy any emptied 
oleomargarine package upon which the tax paid stamp is found, 

“ Section 14. That there shall be in the office of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue an analytical chemist and a microscopist, 
who shall each be appointed by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and shall each receive a salary of two thousand five hundred 
dollars per annum ; and the Commissioner of Internal Revenue may 
whenever in his judgment the necessities of the service so require, 
employ chemists and microscopists, to be paid such compensation 
as he may deem proper, not exceeding in the aggregate any 
appropriation made for that purpose. And such Commissioner 
is authorised to decide what substances, extracts, mixtures, or 
compounds which may be submitted for his inspection in contested 
cases are to be taxed under this Act; and his decision in matters 
of taxation under this Act shall be final. The commissioner may 
also decide whether any substance made in imitation or semblance 
of butter, and intended for human consumption, contains 
ingredients deleterious to the public health ; but in case of doubt 
or contest his decisions in this class of cases may be appealed 
from to a board hereby constituted for the purpose, and composed 
of the Surgeon-General of the Army, the Surgeon-General of the 
Navy, and the Commissioner of Agriculture ; and the decisions of 
this board shall be final in the premises. 

* Section 15. That all packages of oleomargarine subject to tax 
under this Act that shall be found without stamps or marks as 
herein provided, and all oleomargarine intended for human con- 
sumption which contains ingredients adjudged, as herein-before 
provided, to be deleterious to the public health, shall be forfeited 
to the United States. Any person who shall wilfully remove or 
deface the stamps, marks, or brands on packages containing 
oleomargarine taxed as provided herein shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and shall be punished by a fine of not less than one 
hundred dollars nor more than two thousand dollars, and by im- 
prisonment for not less than thirty days nor more than six months. 

“Section 16. That oleomargarine may be removed from the 
place of manufacture for export to a foreign country without 
payment of tax or affixing stamps thereto, under such regulations 
and the filing of such bonds and other security as the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, with the approval of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, may prescribe. Every person who shall export 
oleomargarine shall brand upon every tub, firkin, or other package 
containing such article the word “ oleomargarine,” in plain Roman 
letters not less than one half inch square. 

“ Section 17. That whenever any person engaged in carrying 
on the business of manufacturing oleomargarine defrauds, or 
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attempts to defraud, the United States of the tax on the 
oleomargarine produced by him, or any part thereof, he shall 
forfeit the factory and manufacturing apparatus used by him, and 
all oleomargarine and all raw material for the production of 
oleomargarine found in the factory and on the factory premises, 
and shall be fined not less than five hundred dollars nor more 
than five thousand dollars, and be imprisoned not less than six 
months nor more than three years. 

“ Section 18. That if any manufacturer of oleomargarine, any 
dealer therein or any importer or exporter thereof, shall knowingly 
or wilfully omit, neglect, or refuse to do, or cause to be done, 
any of the things required by law in the carrying on or con- 
ducting of his business, or shall do anything by this Act pro- 
hibited, if there be no specific penalty or punishment imposed 
by any other section of this Act for the neglecting, omitting, or 
refusing to do, or for the doing or causing to be done, the — 
required or prohibited, he shall pay a penalty of one thousan 
dollars; and if the person so offending be the manufacturer of, 
or a wholesale dealer in oleomargarine, all the oleomargarine 
owned by him, or in which he has any interest as owner, shall be 
forfeited to the United States. 

“Section 19. That all fines, penalties, and forfeitures imposed 
by this Act may be recovered in any court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

“ Section 20. That the Commissioner of internal revenue, 
with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, may make 
all needful regulations for the carrying into effect of this Act. 

“ Section 21. ‘That this Act shall go into effect on the nine- 
tieth day after its passage ; and all wooden packages containing 
ten or more pounds of oleomargarine found on the premises of 
any dealer on or after the ninetieth day succeeding the date of 
the passage of this Act shall be deemed to be taxable under 
section eight of this Act, and shall be taxed, and shall have 
affixed thereto the stamps, marks, and brands required by this 
Act, or by regulations made pursuant to this Act; and for the 
purposes of securing the affixing of the stamps, marks, and 
brands required by this Act, the oleomargarine shall be regarded 
as having been manufactured and sold or removed from the 
manufactory for consumption or use, on or after the day this Act 
takes effect ; and such stock on hand at the time of the taking 
effect of this Act may be stamped, marked, and branded under 
special regulations of the Commissioners of Internal Revenue, 
approved by the Secretary of the Treasury ; and the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue may authorise the holder of such 
packages to mark and brand the same, and to affix thereto the 
proper tax-paid stamp. 
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XIIL—WAGES AND HOURS OF LABOUR IN BELGIUM. 


The new number of the “ Annuaire Statistique de la Belgique” for 1885, 
which has recently been received at the Board of Trade, contains a statistical 
statement of the rates of wages and hours of labour in the different industries 
of Belgium, based upon the Census of 1880, the results of which were only 
published in a complete form last year. From this statement, the annexed 
figures have been compiled for the Board of Trade Journal, English 
equivalents being stated for the Belgian rates, and the form of the statement 
being modified in one or two respects for the sake of convenient arrangement 
in the pages of this journal. 

The statement is preceded in the “ Annuaire ” by a table of the rates of 
wages for 1846, which is not, however, in the same form as for 1880, and 
which does not specify the hours of labour. The substance of this statement 
for 1846, with which the figures in the following Tables may be compared, 
is as follows :—

THE PARIS UNIVERSAL EXHIBITION OF 1889. 129 


XIII.—THE PARIS UNIVERSAL EXHIBITION OF 1889. 


THE “ Journal des Economistes,” of September last, contains a 
lengthy account of the decree of the President of the French 
Republic, authorising the opening of the Universal International 
Exhibition at Paris on May Sth, 1889, from which the following 
particulars are extracted. The Exhibition is to be held in the 
Champs de Mars and will comprise works of art and industrial 
and agricultural products of all nations. It will remain open 
until October 31st, 1889, but no exhibits will be received later than 
April 1st of the same year. In connection with the Exhibition a 
commission of 300 members presided over by the Minister of 
Commerce and Industry has been appointed. The regulations 
respecing foreign exhibits and the general regulations are as 
follow :— 

ForEIGN 


In each section of the Exhibition devoted to the exhibitors of 
the same nation—the exhibits will be divided into nine different 
groups as follows :— 

1. Works of Art. 

2. Education—Scholastic Apparatus, &c. 

3. Furniture and Accessories, &c. 

4, Tissues, Cloths, and Accessories. 

5. Miving Industry; raw and manufactured pro- 
ducts. 

6. Tools and Productions of Mechanical Industry ; 
Electricity. 

7. Food Products. 

8. Agriculture, Viniculture, and Pisciculture. 

9. Horticulture. 

Each of these groups will be further divided into classes 
according to the general system adopted for the Exhibition. 

A catalogue will be prepared in French giving a complete list 
of the exhibits, with the position occupied by them and the names 
of the exhibitors. Each nation, however, will have the privilege 
of preparing, at its own expense, and in its own language, a special 
catalogue of the products exposed in the sections devoted to that 
particular nation. 


Special Regulations with regard to Works of Art. 


Works of art executed by French or foreign artists since 
May Ist, 1878, are eligible for admission to the Exhibition ; these 
works of art will be divided into the following categories :—- 

1. Paintings. 

2. Drawings (water-colour, crayon, &c.), Miniatures, 
Enamels, Porcelain, Stained Glass, excluding those 
articles which are purely ornamental. 

3. Sculpture. 

4. Engravinys on Medals, c. 

5. Architecture. 

6. Engravings (general). 

7. Lithography.

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The following works of art will not be admitted :— 
1. Copies. 
2. Pictures or Drawings without frames. 
3. Clay Statues unbaked. 

The admission of works of art will be delegated to a special 
jury. 

GENERAL REGULATIONS. 

All products must, without exception, be exhibited under the 
name of the person applying for space; but exhibitors will be 
allowed to give in addition the names of any co-operators. For 
the information of the jury and the public generally it is 
particularly requested that the price of each exhibit shall be 
distinctly stated. 

Spirits, oils, essences, corrosive materials, and articles generally 
which might injuriously affect other exhibits or the health of the 
public must be enclosed in suitable vessels or cases. These latter 
must be of a convenient size. 

No rent will be charged for the space occupied by exhibitors, 
but the latter will be required to contribute towards the expenses 
of installation, and the decoration of the buildings and gardens 
These expenses include the furniture and flooring of the palace 
as well as the erection of temporary ceilings and the laying out of 
the terraces and plantations of the parks and gardens. 

No work of art cr product exhibited will be allowed to be 
copied or reproduced in any form whatsoever without the special 
authorisation of the exhibitor, countersigned by the Managing 
Director of the Exhibition ; but the Director reserves to himself 
the right of allowing general views of the Exhibition to be 
taken. 

No exhibit can be withdrawn, even if sold, before the close of 
the Exhibition without special authority. 


Prohibitions. 


In addition to the articles prohibited in the special regulations 
with regard to works of art the following articles will not be 
allowed to Le exhibited :—- 

Explosive materials and articles of an inflammable or otherwise 

dangerous character. 

Percussion caps, fireworks, matches, and similar articles are 

prohibited, but imitations of them may be exhibited.

The following Parliamentary Papers bearing upon trade matters 
have recently been circulated. 


1. Statistical Abstract for the United Kingdom 1871 to 1885— 
33rd Number (C. 4,821). Price 1s, 1d. 


This Return is so well known that no description of it need be 
given. It now contains 200 pages in all. The tables of Public 
Revenue, Expenditure, and Debt are in a somewhat changed form 

compared with previous numbers, so as to correspond with 
Returns No. 88 of Session 1886 and No. 336 of Session 1885. 


2. Report to the Board of Trade on the Capital and Traffic of 
the Railway Companies of the United Kingdom for 1885. 
(C. 4,819.) Price 34d. 


This Report sums up and analyses the annual returns as to 
capital and traffic which are made to the Board of Trade under 
the “ Regulation of Railways Act.” It is an annual report and 
the tables are the same as in previous years. The following 
summary statement at the end of the report brings together the 
main changes between 1884 and 1885 :—

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The writers of the Report make the following concluding 
remarks :— 

“Upon this summary statement much the same remarks have 
to be made as were made regarding a similar statement a year 
ago. The diminution of net earnings, along with an increase of 
capital, has caused a decrease in the rates of dividend, which is 
especially felt by the holders of ordinary capital, although the 
aggregate amount available for distribution from the traffic and 
business of the year is only 537,000/., or 1°6 per cent. less than in 
the previous year; and the aggregate amount so available is 
altogether for the two years only 900,000/., or about 3 per cent. 
less than in 1883. The rate of dividend on ordinary capital, 
however, is actually more than one-eighth less than it was in 
1883, and is very little more than in the former year of great 
depression, namely 1879. Allowing that the period is a depressed 
one, the result may not be considered very unsatisfactory to 
railway shareholders. The minimum is no lower than it was in 
1879, and if the present period of depression is followed by years 
like 1880 and 1883, those interested in railway companies will be 
able to put the good years against the bad. It is also a matter for 
satisfaction that the falling off in business indicated by the figures 
is still not very considerable, although the fact of the falling off 
being so long continued is somewhat unusual. It remains to be 
seen to what extent the year 1886 will show a further decline on 
the whole or an improvement compared with its predecessor.” 


3. Third Report by the Board of Trade under Section 131 of the 
Bankruptcy Act, 1883 (C. 4,815). Price 7d. 


This Report to the Board of Trade contains an account of the 
working of the Bankruptcy Act for the year 1885, The Secretary 
to the Board of Trade states :— 

“ The experience of another year has made it possible to speak 
with more confidence concerning the operation of this Act. The 
details on this subject will be found in the Inspector General’s 
Report annexed, and the Board desire to call especial attention to 
these details as well as to the remarks by which they are accom- 
panied. The general results appear to be as follows : The amount 
of insolvency brought under official review, measured by the 
aggregate liabilities, continues to diminish, although there is a 
small increase in the number of cases as compared with the 
previous year. The average proportion of assets to liabilities 
continues to increase. The collection and distribution of assets is 
effected at a considerably lower per-centage of cost than under the 
Act of 1869. The per-centage of cost in the case of estates 
administered by officials is smaller than in the case of estates 
of similar amounts administered by non-official trustees. The 
aggregate loss to creditors and to the nation by insolvency has, 
therefore, on the whole largely decreased, and there is good 
reason to conclude that this decrease is in a substantial measure 
due to the operation of the recent Act.” 

The appendix contains a detailed report by the Inspector 
General in Bankruptcy and numerous statistical tables. 
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4. Third Report of the C comptroller General of Patents, Designs, 
and Trade Marks for 1885 (C. 4,756). Price 3d. 


This report states that it is made in compliance with the terms 
of the 102nd section of the Patents, Designs, and Trade Marks 
Act, 1883 (46 @& 47 Vict. c. 57). As regards patents, it is stated 
that after making due allowance for the large number of applica- 
tions consequent upon the introduction of the new Patents Act in 
January 1884, the number of applications for patents during the 
yevr 1885 (16,101) shows that there was but little, if any, falling 
off in the number of inventions sought to be protected. The 
number of applications in 1884 was 17,110. 

With regard to designs it is stated that the number of designs 
registered during the year amounted to 20,388, exclusive of 337 
“sets” of designs. In the previous year 19,515 single designs 
and 238 “ sets’ were registered. 

With regard to trade marks it is stated that the total number 
of applications for trade marks during the year (including 115 
applications to the Cutlers’ Company) was 8,026 as compared 
with 7,104 in the year 1884. During the same period 4,776 
marks were advertised and 4,332 marks were registered. 

The balance sheet of income and expenditure accompanying the 
report shows the total income to have been 88,509/. from the 
following sdurces, namely :—Patent fees, 73,038/.; designs fees, 
3,9111.; trade marks fees, 7,033/.; sale of publications, 4,5277. 
The expenditure for the same period was 77,740/, and the 
surplus income for the year 10,7697. 


5. Savings Banks Return (No, 28, Session 2, 1886). Price 
1s. 4d. 


This is an annual return respecting trustee savings banks, and 
containing full particulars as to their officers, salaries, number of 
depositors and amount owing to them, rate of interest allowed, 
and cther matters, showing the position of the different banks. 
The return is most voluminous and detailed, and is summarised 
county by county, as well as for England, Scotland, and Ireland. 
It will be understood that the return is for trustee savings banks 
only. The leading particulars as to the deposits in the Post 
Office Savings Banks will be found in the statistical abstract for 
the United Kingdom ahove referred to, page 162, the particulars 
for the trustee savings banks being there given on pages 163 and 
164. 


6. Return of Joint Stock Companies (No. 85, Session 1886). 
Price 1s. 4d, 


This is the usual return, now become a annual one, showing 
the names, objects or business, date of registration, and other 
particulars respecting limited companies registered within the 
year. From the summary statements at the end of the return 
the following particulars are extracted :—

7. Fishings and Foreshores, Scotland (No. 175). Price 9d. 


This is a nominal return of all persons to whom any crown 
rights of fishings or foreshores in Scotland have been sold or 
leased siuce the 10th October 1851, with the dates of grant and 
consideration paid, whether in a lump sum or as rent to the 
crown. The return is classified under the following heads :—

8. Reports by Her Majesty's Representatives abroad on the 
system of co-operation in Foreign Countries. Commercial 
No, 20, 1886. (C. 4783). Price 9d. 


This is a collection of replies received by the Foreign Office 
from Her Majesty’s representatives at Paris, Berlin, Vieuna, 
Rome, Brussels, ‘The Hague, Stockholm, and Washington, to a 
circular requesting information with regard to co-operation in the 
countries to the Governments of which they are severally 
accredited. The circular is signed by the Secretary of State and 
is to the following effect : 

Foreign Office, April 6, 1886. 

I HAVE to request you to be so good as to cause answers 
to be furnished to the following questions with regard to co- 
operation as practised in the country to whieh you are 
accredited :— 

1. To what extent have industrial co-operative stores been 
established among the working classes, and upon what basis ? 

2. (a.) How far have co-operative workshops been established 
either by associations of workmen or by arrangements 
between employers and employed ? 

(b.) Have they been successful commercially, and how far de 
they prevent strikes and other disputes? 

(ec.) Upon what terms are profits usually divided in such 
workshops ? 

3. Are there any successful co-operative or people’s banks, and 
what is their mode of operation ? 

4. Are there any instances of co-operative societies which 
provide social, educational, and recreative facilities for the work- 
ing people on a self-supporting basis? Can you give details ? 

5. Are there any co-operative societies for providing improved. 
dwellings for artisans and labouring people? What system do 
they adopt, and with what success ? 

6. Is agriculture carried on by means of co-operation with any 
success 
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7. Give details of any co-operative arrangements for carrying 
on shipping, fishing, and industries other than those already 
mentioned ? 


9.— Report of the Inspectors of Irish Fisheries on the Sea and 
Inland Fisheries of Ireland for 1885. (C. 4809). Price 10d. 


The title of the report explains its object. From the general 
statement on page 64 it appears that the number of boxes of 
salmon of 150 Ibs. each, forwarded from Irish fisheries to the 
principal towns in England amounted in 1885 to 51,407, as com- 
pared with 46,955 in 1884; the number of boxes of herrings of 
2 ewt. each so forwarded was 79,004, as compared with 76,623 
in 1884; the numbcr of boxes of mackerel of 2 cwt. each so 
forwarded was 84,296, as compared with 83,370 in 1884; and 
the number of boxes of cod of 2 ewt. each so forwarded was 
46,966 as compared with 46,237 in 1884. The value of these 
consignments in 1885 was estimated as follows :—

It will be noticed, however, that these figures do not show the 
whole quantity of fish oktained from the Irish fisheries. It 
-appears, for instance, from another table in the return (page 4), 
that the quantity of mackerel captured at the nine stations in 
Ireland there mentioned, by bosts belonging to the United 
Kingdom, was 1 5,860 boxes, which realised the sum of 134,6841., 
at an average cost of 16s. 3d. per box. The amount of mackerel 
accounted for in the above statement, it will be observed, is much 
less. It is also stated expressly that returns of the quantity of 
fish captured but not exported have not been received, and that 
from many parts of the coast no returns of any kind have been 
received. 


10. Commercial, No. 27, 1886 (Italy), C. 4860. Price 24d, 


This is a command paper, containing a copy of the convention 
concluded between the Governments of Great Britain and Italy 
for the exchange of posial parcels, signed at Rome July 26, 1886, 
Article XIV. provides that the convention was to come into opera- 
tion, as far as the exchange of prrcels between Italy and Malta is 
concerned, on the Ist day of September 1886, and as far as the 
exchange of parcels between the United Kingdem and Italy is 
concerned, on that date, or as soon after as the arrangements 
between the Post Office of Great Britain and Ireland and the 
Postal Administration of France permit, It is to be terminable 
on a notice by either party of one year.
